Referring to your letter of May 19th which has reference to my report 
of April 28th, No. 4208/37, to Special Inspector Taylor, allow me to report as 


follows:

When Inspector Taylor visited this office in November, 1913, a re- 


arrangement of the force was had. Inspector Hunter was p)aced in charge of

Chinese work in the south west part of the state, and was stationed at Chehalis.

We found that it is impossible for him to do work at this station, and he was 


- then moved to Tacoma, and was instructed to pay particular attention to Chinese 
‘ Fo 4 | eyes, , 
smgel ing to the southward, and to watch the Olympia district. He made several 


trips to Olympia and upon one of these trips discovered what he supposed to be 


preparation for Chinese smuggling, end reported that two men by the name of 


Barker and Stone were making preparations to engage in smuggling in his judgment. 


He was instructed to pay particular attention to these two men, and in carrying 
out these instructions he engaged the Chief of Police at the City of Olympia to 


, Watch these suspects. “I am personally acquainted with the Chief of Police and 


have every confidence in his integrity and his ability to do this work. Special

Inspector Taylor then recommended that I place Inspector Turner exclusively upon 


t 


this work. Such would mean the removal of Inspector Turner from his station at 


‘ 


‘Bverett which is situated on the north part of the district where he has work to 


do, and placing him in charge of work that has heretofore been done by Inspector 


Hunter. It seems to me that this arrangement is entirely unfair to Inspector 


Hunter, and before he should be replaced in this work there should be a showing 
that he was not doing his work properly or that he was unable to do the work. 
His record in the Service is just as good as Inspector Turner. Mr. Turner has 
been placed in charge of special detail work quite a mumber of times in this dis- 
trict, end has never secured any results whatever. I do not say this derogatory 


‘

to Inspector Turner but rather for the purpose of showing the relative standing 


of these two men. I notice in your letter you say the following: “with you re- 
garding prop osed detail of Inspector Turner, or same other available officer." 
Special Inspector Taylor did not suggest that. I place, in charge of this work 

any other available officer, and in that comection I desire to say that Inspector 
Turner is not an available officer to do this work, but Inspector Hunter is an 
available officer to do the work. These suspects have been watched daily, ani 

it is unnecessary, in my judgment, to go to additonal expense in detailing a man 
to look after these men specially for the reason that it is impossible tor them 
to be now engaged in smuggling. They have not completed the building 
of their boat, and until they so complete their boat they can not engage in 
smuggling. This will be noted by the reports of Inspector Hunter. 

In addition to the above, I desire to say that the work can be done 
by Inspector Hunter at much less expense than it can be done by Inspector Turner. 


Mr. Hunter is stationed about forty miles from Olympia and Mr. Turmer is station- 


A 


ed over one hundred miles from Olympia. . Then too, the records of this office 


will show that the expense of detailing Inspector Turner on special work of this 


kind is about double what it would be in detailing Inspector Hunter to do the 
work. In other words, Inspector Turner is the most extravagant inspector we 


? 


have in this district. In addition, we have a watchman in the Service at 


Tacoma who stands ready upon notice to go to Olympia and spend all his time 
watching these suspects when Insyector Hunter says that conditions warrant 

the seme being done. We have adopted the course as above outlined from the 
standpoint of economy and from the further standpoint that it will disorganisze 
the work in this district to remove en inspector from work that he has done 


‘satisfactorily and place another in charge of this work without any reason for 


. 


the change. In the above matter I have attempted to fully comply with the sug- 
gestions of Inspector Taylor with the end in view of apprehending the suspected . 
amugglers with the least possible expense.

I notice your criticiem of my failure to carry out the suggestion of 


1 


Special Inspector, Taylor relative to the detailing of Interpreter Tape in regard 
to the suspected Malloy et at. When Inspector Taylor was here he then asked 


me to detail Interpreter Tape on other work which I did not do. I have several 
reasons for my failure to detail him to special work, but the one I now desire to 
give you is that I am opposed to detailing a Chinese Interpreter on work of this 


character because it is unfair to the interpreter for the reason that it’ involves 


him in work other than that contemplated in his employment, and causes him to be 


biased and prejudiced and thus injure his efficiengy as an interpreter. “This is 


plainly the case in this district because several attorneys in cases before this 
Department have refused to present their cases with Interpreter Tape acting as in- 


terpreter. . attempted.to perform the work suggested by Inspector Taylor ty in- 


terviewing Special Agent Channing of the Treasury Department myself. I immediate- 
ly went to his office and had a long interview with him concerning these suspected 
smugglers, and have been to see him twice since. He has no infcemation in detail 


as to this emmggling, but all the information that he gave me I have transmitted 


to Inspector Fisher who is following it up as closely as his time will permit. 
Thus, I have attempted to foliow out the instructions of Inspector Taylor care- 
‘fully in these matters and in fact in al matters, but I have not detailed the 
special men suggested by him for the reasons above outlined. If it is-the in- 
tention of the Bureau to wlece in the hands of Inspector Taylor the control of | 
the men in this district end to detail them for his special work, then I have

misunderstood your instructions. In this regard I have laborered under the im-

pression that I was in control of the man in this district, and I was instructed

at least, his services have been removed from this district. To properly carry 
out the instructions of Special Inspector Taylor as to the Chinese smuggling it

Seattle. These men have other work to do, ani I will be compelled to ask for 


additional inspectors in this district if we are expected to put two or three 
inspectors upon Chinese smiggling exclusively. Accading to the arrangements 
as made when Inspector Taylor was’ here, Inspector Fisher and Inspector Wood, 


in conjunction with Inspector Weiss were placed in charge of the outside work 


in the city of Seattle. Of late Inspector Fisher has given practically all his

Inspector Wood has given part of his time. Watchman Patterson has been placed ex-

Report from the Inspector in Charge dated April 23, 1914, containing 
Synopsis of daily work pertaining tc Chinese sruggling operations in 
the vicinity of Detroit for the week ended April 18, 1914, showing that 
"Scotty" Gordon and George (Crackers) Richards were the men who smuggled 4 
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Ny Goon ard Jew Ling, arrested April 4, 1914, and Chin Yuen Chong 
and Chin Shu, arrested April 5, 1914, into the United States, 
assisted by Jack Gaul and that an effort was being made to secure 
evidence against these smugglers. 3 


Report from the Inspector in Charge at Detroit dated April 27, 1914, 
containing synopsis of daily work in connection with Chinese 
Smugcling operationa for the week ended April 25, 1914; that 
Inspector McCabe interviewed Frank Lee for the purpose cf having him 
furnis’ information regarding smugeling operations of Stoneburg and 
Stevens who defrauded him, Frank Lee, out of Three Hundred Dollars; 
that Lee promised to furnish the information requested; that Inspector 
McCabe brought to the office A. L. Scott, alias Scotty Gordon, sus- 
pected of smuggling Jew Ling, Ny Goon, Chin Yuen Chong and Chin Shu 
into the tnited States; this party stated that Gecrge (Crackers) 
Richards and Harold Fontain, both of Windsor, were the parties who 
brought the first two Chinese to-Detrpit via row boat, and that 
Ovala (Bay City) LaTour and Fred (Dutch) Gaul, were the parties who 
smugrlied the last two to Detroit via Wabash freight cars; that an 
attempt would be made to verify this irfformation in order to warrart 
the arrest of the above five persons; that Willie Pang telephoned 
on the clst that two Chinese would be smuggled into the United States 
destined to Chicage, Illinois, that night; that all passenger trains 
leaving for Chicago and the South were inspected; the police depart- 
ment notified; that Alfred Chatfield arrested Ah Suey on Grand Trunk 
train leaving Detroit for Chicage at.7:45 A.M. the following day; 
that Inspector Fred-Watts, Jr., arrested Jew Yick on train leaving 
for Grand Rapids at 1:30 A.M, April 23; that both these Chinese 
were identified as being those concerning whom Willie Pang telephoned 
on April clst; that information was secured showing that John Geiser

of the smugglers had been changed and that an unsuccessful attempt 
was made to add these two Chinese to a party of four that were to 
be placed in bonded cars in London, Ontario, by Red Stevens and Lar- 
tence Stcneburg, which latter attempt failed because of the fact that 
the two Chinese refused to be transported in vant manner.

for week ended May 16, 1914, showing that on May 10th Inspector 

Frick telephoned Inspector Ebey at Chicago regarding the two Chinese 
destined to Crystal Falls, Michigan, previously referred to; May llth | 
Willie Pang reported that three Chinese were to be smuggled across that # 
night, one destined to'228 22nd St., Chicago, one to 28 Mott St., New : 
York City, and one to 111 Broadway, Ashland, N.Y. (the same as referred © 
to in No. 5 above); that tre O'Donnell woman reported that Stcneburg 
and Stevens attempted to snuggle four Chinese into the United States. 
by freight cars from London; the latter information was verified by 
Willie Pang, who stated that the two Chinese destined to Crystal Falls, 
Michigan, did not cross but were taken to London where Stoneburg and 
Stevens atteapted to put them in a freichf car; that they refused to co 
that way and were brought back to Windsor and four others returned to 
Toronto; May 12th Inspector McCabe brought George (Crackers) Richards, 
referred to April 20th, tc the office where he was questioned without 
results; that Harold Fontain, smuggler, was arrested in Windsor for 
Carrying concealed weapons and senterced tc 60 days in jail; Vay 13th 
Willie Pang further verified the information that Steneburge ard Stevens 
failed to place Chinese in car at Windsor; that John Geiser was 
arrested in Windsor as a suvspicicus character and Inspecter ‘UcCahbe 
secured a photograph of him; copies of same will be mailed to border 
stations as soon as secured; May 14th received information that Frank 
Lee , the O'Donnell woman and four Chinese were arrested by Windsor 
police charged with conducting an opium joint; that Inspector MeCate 
arranged through Canadian Inmmigration officials to have the O'Dornell 
woman released on suspended sentence; that this wiil interfere with 

her securing information for the present; May 16th Willie Pang reported 
that another attempt would be made to smuggle the two Chinese destined 
to Crystal Falis, Michigan; that unsuccessful efforts were made 


from & P.M. until after midnieht and again from 6 AsM. to noon the 


following day to-reach Inspector Apple at Toledo regarding this 
*information;. that the police at Jackson, Michigan, and Monroe, 
Michigan, were advised of this attempt tc smuggle and requested to 
have their officers watch for contraband Chinese; that Inspector 
Coe, Port Huron, advised'that the night car checker at Port Huron 
informed him that C é& A freicht car No. 17107 loaded: with sugar 
from New York to Toledo which passed in transit through Canada 
arrived at Port Huron 1:30 A.M, May 16th and left at 10 A.M; that 
the car checker heard a noise in this car, which probably contained 
Chinese.

regarding the movement of Chinese to London and Windsor, as per copy of 
communication attached heretc. There also appears to be a Httle friction 


between the Cleveland and Detroit o?fice which I will endeavor to quietly 


overcome, In order to bak up the Detroit office, Inspector in Charge

By previous errengement Inspector McCabe was 
directed to meet Frank Lee (Suey Sing), in 
Windsor, in order to prevail on him to fur- 
nish us with sufficient information to effect 
the capture of Stoneberg and "Red" Stephens, 
Inspector McCabe played the fact.that these 
two smucglers had defrauded Frank Lee out of 
$300., as a reason for his delivering Stone- 
berg and Stephens to us. After ea good deal 
of talk, Frank Lee agreed to give us this in- 
formation; and while his reliability is ques- 
tionable, we believe that in the end, he will 
give us the information desired. Inspector 
McCabe was also brought to the office one 
Gordon, or A.L.(Scotty) Scott, suspected of 
being connected with the smuggling into the 
United “tates of.

Referring to Bureau Wf,55788/1, telegram of May 9th, di- 
recting’ that two watchmen miier"direction of In- 
spector Brough to search and guard vessels, "-it is desired to 
state that the writer is gratified by the decision of the Bu- 
reau to utilize the service of watchmen to search and guard the 
various ships arriving at this port from Central American end West 
Indian ports, and it is believed that, if continued, good,results 
will ob . The Bureau will undoubtedly recall that this pro- 
cedure was strongly recommended by me upon my visit to the Bureau 
in Mey, 1912. The presentation of the matter was one of the 
chief causes of my visit to Washington at that time, and the prop- 
- Osition was thoroughly discussed with the then Commissioner-Gener- 
al and one of the Chiefs of the Bureau. I fully explained why 
I thought the practice should be adopted, but the Bureau was of 
the opinion that no good results could be- obtained, and did not 
feel warranted in increasing the force of watchmen "at New Orleans. 
This, of course, was prior to the opening of the station. My rec- 
ommendation at that time also covered the retter of placing a 
watchman, at the mouth of Harvey's Canal, one at the basin or term- 
inus of Bayou St.John, which leads directly to the heart of the 
city and within three blocks of Chinatown, and also at other water 
entrances to the city. This was considered advisable, as explained 
by me personally, to prevent the possible smuggling of Chinese 
from the Gulf of Mexico via these inlets by means of small craft 
Operating in connection with larger or sea-going vessels. 


While the move‘is heartily approved, and watchmen Jacobsen 
and Watzke have been assigned to duty under the direction of In- 
spector Brough, it is desired to point out thet the separation of 
the two watchmen from the Immigration Station proper reduces the 
force below. what is absolutely necessary to maintain that branch 
of the work at the station in a safe and satisfactory manner. We 
have, as the Bureau is aware, quite a large reservation, thr 
large buildings and a runway, and a 500-foot dock, to Look 
and protect both day and night. The station is not situateg on 
an island, and is easily accessible both day and night to 
wishing to reach it. Being situated immediately back of thd lev 
ee, anyone may enter the station from the levee, over the ru 
direct to the: main building. In like manner, one may leave the 


= SiR a Sree 


station and grounds, if the watchmen are not constantly on the 
alert. There are two entrances which mst necessarily be kept 
- open and unlocked most of the time, to wit; the rear entrance 
used for taking in supplies for the stetion, caterer, etc., and 
‘the main entrance, through which the officers and employes, per- 
sons on official business, and visitors, pass throughout the day. 
To properly guard the reservation puildines etc., and protect 
ae aliens in detention, no less ng Tb two 0c Rhee should be on 
duty at one and the same time, both day and night. We do not 
have electricians and mechanics to cover twenty-four hours con- 
tinuous service; therefore, the watchmen on duty, when the mechan- 
ics are not available, are "charged with the care of the heating 
plant, hot water plant, electric lights, etc., to prevent acci- 
dents and keep them properly adjusted. Visitors permitted to the 
grounds are shown through the station by a watchman, and with only 
one man on duty during the day it will be impossible for hin to 
perform the numerous duties necessary in that division of the serv- 
ice. It will be remembered that each watchman, according to the 
regulations, is entitled to thirty days annual "end thirty days 
sick leave, which will necessarily reduce the number of men on 
duty from time to time. Upon the arrival of vessels=- and recently 
this station has handled several very important ones- it has been 
found necessary to work two watchmen overtime in order to properly 


handle the aliens and the people who come to the station to meet 
Shem. 


As the case now stands, detaching two watchmen from the 
station proper leaves four.’ One is on duty from 7 a.m. to 3 p.m, 
one from 3 pem. to ll pom., and two from ll pom to?a.m It: : 
is believed that the Bureau will readily see that this arrengement 
will not meet the requirements of the station.

Referring to the Bureau's letter of recent date directing me 
to také up with Inspector Taylor the matter of arrangements to 
Witter stop the alleged movements of Chinese through Toledo, I 
beg to state that in accordance with instructions from Mr. bier 
I have detailed Inspector Cameron Miller to Toledo to assist in 
the work at that point. Inspector Miller's absence, together 


. with the discontinuance of the services of Inspector Faulkner . 


and the mass of work outside of Cleveland requiring the attention 


of Inspector Francis, throws upon me personally the burden of all 
the inspectors work, both in and outside the office at Cleveland. 
It is not possible to describe all these pare without a letter 
of considerable length, but suffice it to say that there should 
be at all times one inspector in Cleveland besides the one upon 
whom the duty of locking after the entire district is imposed. 
The detail of Inspector Miller to Toledo was made to cover 
the immediate exigency ane in compliance with Inspector Taylor's 
request, but if it is intended to place at Toledo anyone of the 
other inspectors in the district, it is believed that Inspector 


Thomas should be sent there and the Cincinnati office closed 


during his detail. The work on hand at Cincinnati, so far as this

office is cudiviiad: is not nearly so heavy as in the Cleveland end 
of the district. 

The force in this district is entirely inadequate to handle 
the work as it should be handled, but realising the state of the 
Department's finances, I endeavored to get along without any special 
requests of this character save for the temporary force at Toledo, 
which was requested on account of the Chinese smuggling rumors. 
Since submitting the request for the four additional inspectors, 
another movement of Chinese from Detroit has been reported, and on 
the 12th instant the Inspector in Charge at that port. reported that 
according to his informant, the Shiness were taken to Toledo and he 
believed rept there over night and sent by train to Chicago. the toi- 


lowing morning. This statement, however, is not borne out, inasmuch 


as on the 14th he writes that the Chinese were taken from London, 


Ont. to Windsor, on the night of May 9th and there disappeared. 


Inasmuch as eight Chinese were apprehended at Buffalo Saturday night 
last, it is only probable that the smugglers gave out the Toledo 
story in order to attract attention to that point, and then attempted 


to work the Chinamen the other way.

Concerning our conversasion regarding propoted trip to San Francisco, 


beg to state that conditions along the St. Lawrence River and the boundary 


Northeast of here as regards Chinese snuggling operations appears to be as 
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wide open as they were when I reached Buffalo and developments during the 
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past month show the condition of things here. That Chinese have been 
Coming over from Canada in large numbers is apparent on all sides and the 
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situation is such that it demands drastic action. As has been denonstrated 
here the Inspectors engaged on Imnigration work along the border have given 
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practical ly no attention to the Chinese work and, in order to cope with the 
Situation, it will be necessary for me to visit other points in the sections 
mentioned and personally organise and supervise a force capable of effectively 
handling the work. This has been accomplished along the Niagara frontier 


without interfering with the immigrationwrk and similar results can doubtless 


be accomplished at other places. 
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In view of the foregoing unless my presence is absolutely necessary 
in San Francisco at this time it is respectfully suggested that ny trip to 


that city be deferred until such time as a competent working force can be 
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oragnized along the Northern border. 
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Regarding Seattle, by constant hammering both by letter and telegrarh 
the officers there have been made to realize that Chinese are being smuggled 
into that District both by land and water, but those engaged on the work have 
proven their inability to successfully handle sane, as is evidenced by their 
repcerts which indicate that smugglers whom they were memes to have under 
constant surveillance have succeeded in making two trips by water; while an 


engine crew which they were supposed to be watching were accidently caught 


at Blaine bringing two Chinese across in the engine tool box and are now under 


indictment for same. 
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Hope to be able to go over the whole situation with you pe

Los Angeles, California; also reports showing that two other 
Chinese gained surreptitious entry from Mexico in the vicinity 
of Mexicali, were trarported to Imperial Junction and were 
apprehended at Indio, California, by Inspector Blee May 1l, 
1914; and that investigations are now being made to deterzine 
the extent to which this route is being used. - 


Copies of reports regarding alleged landing in boats of 
Chinese in the vicinity of Oceanside, California, where they 
are met by automobiles. The information contained in these 
reports indicate that this information is correct and arrange- 
ments are being made to station an inspector in the residence

You #12} note from previous correspondence, to wit, 
under date of April 26, 1924, under file Mo. 5518/10, Harry 
B. Blee of San Bernardino, Cal., was detailed te proesed to 
Indio, Onl., for the purpose of determining whether or not 
contraband Chinese were succeeding in evading our officers at 
Calexico, Ca., and wieinity, and boarding the Southern Pacific 
traine at pointe north of El Centro, Cal., the official sta- 
tion of Mounted Inspector El)is. .

The writer, in furtherance of the arrest of Wong Him 

Shing and three contraband Chinese on the night of the 16th 
ultimo in an automobile at El Centro, Oal., and who were dee- 

tinea for San Francieco, desired to demonstrate whether or 
net Chinese were useing the route in question successfully. 

. Inspector Blee arrived at Indic, Cal., on the fourth instant, 
and wae inetructed to meet trains from the East te the Inm- 


perial Valley, arriving at Indio at 12:10 o, m. and 2335 a. m, 
doth trains passing Imperial Junction during the night and 
arriving at Los Angeles early in the morning. 


Qn the morning of the eleventh instant, Inspector Blee 
apprehended two Chinese at Indie, on train number one which 
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paseed Imperial Junction at 1:08 a. m., the Chinese having 
tickets from Imperial Junetion to Los Angeles, California. 
Upon being brought to this office, they were found to be 
Chinese laborers, and had paseed in transit through the United 
States from San Francisco to Mexicali, Mexico. 

Upon examination, copies of whieh are herewith enclosed, 
you will note that the Chinese refused to give a truthful 
account of their crossing the border and their conveyance to 
Imperial dunction. I¢ is the opinion of the writer that the 
Chinese in question were conveyed in some conveyance fron the 
vibinity of Calexico to Imperial Junction, it being forty 
miles from Galexicc to Imperial Junction, and their physical 
eppeaganse and eondition, generally, did not indioate, upon 
arrival, that they had traveled on foot forty miles, and the 
writer, on account of the extreme heat in the Imperial Valley, 
does not believe that they walked forty niles from the evening 
ef the ninth instant, when they are alleged to have crossed 
the border, until the evening of the tenth instant, when they 
took the train at Imperial Junction, being aprroximately twenty- 
oiz io, | 

The peculiar instance is that the through train from 
Calexieo, leaving at S p. m. daily, arrives at Imperial Juno- 
tion at 9:55 p. m., and leaves at 10:10 p. =, and apparently 
the two Chinese did not take thie train, but waited for the 
arrival of the California linited train, number one, which

arrives at Imperial Junction at 1:06 o.m.3; this, woold indi- 
cate that the Chinese were handled by some interested party. 

The railway officiale at Imperial Junction are being 
commumicated with with a view of ascertaining who purchased 
the tickets for the Chinese as only three tickets were 9014 
for train number one, to wits two tickets for Los Angeles, 
and one for Colten, Cal. 

‘These developments indicate the necessity of backing 
wp the officers at Calexico, Cal., and indicates that it is 
poseible for Chinese gaining surreptitious entry to evade 
our officers and succeed in reaching, not necessarily Los 
Angeles, but leave the train at Banning, Beaumont, Redlands, 
| Colton, Ontario, Pomona, and ether small towns, and reach 
7 Les Angeles upon the Blectric railway. Therefore, to properly 
contend with this phase of the situation in Imperial Valley, 
and it is pertinent at thie time to state that there are 
now approximately fifteen hundred Chinese laborers working 
at Mexicali, Mexico, and vicinity, five hundred of whomare 
unemployed, commonly called "flcaters", who work at intervals, 
and upon ageumulation of the money, spend most of the time in 
gambling, | 

it is the desire of thie office to successfully gope with 
this situation, and to successfully back up the efforts of 


our officers at Calexico. There are three ways in which the 
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matter may be handled effectively: 

Firet, Inspector Blee hae been directed to discontinue 
inspestion at Indie, and to meet the two trains whieh are sus- 
pected of being patronised by contrebands at Colton, the tréine 
arriving at Golton at 4 a. m and 5:20 a. m., reepestively. 
Inapector Blee, whose official station is at Gan Bernardino, 
and connet well be abandoned, will proceed to Colten, four 
miles distant, every morning in his automobile. The detail is, 
ae you will note, and wnusually hard one, but will be in a 
measure successful, except that Chinese, upon investigation, 
may drop off the train at Banning, Beaumont, or Redlands 
Junction, east of Colton, but Inspector Blee may keep in 


téuch with railroad officials and learn if any syeh proce- 
dure is followed, and aet accordingly. | 


, 


The next method of inspection would be the detailing of 
a mounted inepector to Indio, Oal., to inspect tréins as fol- 
lowed by Inspector Blee, and at the same tine control the pass 
which is the only outlet from Imperial V@lley leading towards 
Colton and San Bernardino which would cover the apprehension 
of Chinese trying to get through on foot or in automobiles. 

The next best method would be the transferring of the 
officers, now atationed at Tucson, Arizona, who are engaged 
ia opening box care at that point, to Indio, OC@lifornia, where 
al freight traine on the main line, and those from the Imperial 
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Valley, could be inepected. Aleo, passenger trains could 
be inspected by these officers, 

On aecount eof Indio, Gal., being twenty feet delow sea- 
level, and one of the hottest lesations in Southern California, 
it would be @ hardship upon officers working at thie point dur- 
ing the summer, and, further, it is not believed that the dox- 
car route from the Imperial Valley could be used during the 
oummer monthe on agcount of the excessive heat, and it is 
not thought that’ Chinese could live uring that season in box 
ears for any great iength of tine, and the risk is ‘toe great, 
therefore, this effective procedure would only be suggested 
by the writer Guring the winter months, and ae the thermoneter 
 panges in the Imperial Valley, at thie writing, approxinately 
one bundved degrees in the shade, it is not thought that 
this method of operation is wee or Will be during the 
summer months. Therefore, 
methods heretofore menticned, ond this matter is presented 
to you for your advice and sownses in the premises as to 
procedure, 

It is not thought advisable to transfer the mounted 
inspector from Calexico and vicinity to Indic, but should you 
deem it advisable that a train inspection should be followed 
at Indio, it is suggested that a mounted inepector be detailed 


from sone other part of the district, or a new man appointed,

Previous to the matter being presented, Louie Hing, one 
of the contraband Chinese, made a statement te the writer, 


in which he bared the details of himaeif and tro other Chinese 
being smuggled acwoae the border by Wong Him Shing, a copy 
of which wae tranenitted te you for your information in the 


premises, His testimony was corroborated fully by. other wite 

nesses, but upon being taken before the United States erand 

jury, Louie Hing flatiy denied having made a statenent that 

implicated Yong Him Shing and, therefore, we were nonplused 

for the time being. However, the grand jury, upon being. 

shown a transcript of Louie Hing*s statement, voted an indict~ 
, went chargingWong Him Shing with a violation of section eight 
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of the immigration laws, eudracing three counts. The indict- 
ment wae returned to the United States district court on the 
12th instant, charging Vong Him Thing with a violation of sec- 
tion eight as indicated above. He was immediately arraigned 
and given until the 13th instant te plead. Previously, however, 
the attorney for the defendant indicated that the defendant 
would plead guilty if the government would refrain from prese- 
ing for a severe sentence. In view of the facts known to 

the governcent regarding the failure of Louie Hing to repeat 
hie former testinony, we acquiesced, and on the 13th instant 
the defendant plead guilty to the indictment in question, and 
wae immediately sentenced te acrve one year in the ioe Angeles 
county jail at Los Angeles, Onl., on count nuwber one, to wits 
Louie \e Hing, and on the succeeding counte, ‘ene year each in 

the county jail at Loe Angeles, C4i., to rum concurrently 

with the sentence imposed upon the first count. 

While it is morally certain, in the opinion of the writer, 
that Wong Him Shing was guilty, and his om plea hae demonstrated 
the fact, 1% goes without eaying that we prosecution would  ..' 
have been at a disadvantage had a trial been denanded. ‘There- 


fore, it is gratifying to know that a Chinese enuggler whonwe 
have had eceasion to suspect, has been placed in jail for a 


period of one year, which, it fe trusted, will have a tendency 
to ceter the smuggling of Chinese from Mexiculi, meets and 
vicinitythrough the Imperial Valley.

This was done, as 


shown by reports of Inspector Fisher and Watchman Patterson, by visiting

watched until they left for home; if not seen their whereabouts were unknown. 


-" Suspect Bayne's boat (name never mentioned) is apparently tied to the hulk

"Victorian®. The watchman on the "Victorian® knew Bayne's boat was under

surveillance and may have so advised Bayne, as the latter is reported as 

saying that the officers were watching his boat but he had put one wile on 

them by using another boat. Regarding the latter, reports contain information 
that Bayne ont not seen for several days prior to May 7th; that about the 8th 
Bayne while drinking made the statement about putting one over on the officers 
by taking another launch; that he had made a profitable trip (Report of Inspector 


Fisher May 22, 1914, $2, herewith). Again on May 24th Inspector Fisher 


veceived information that Bayne was expected to leave that night (par.1,p.38). 
» 


A boat was subsequently secured and Inspector Fisher went to the vicinity of 


Matai Island, Bayne's supposed base of operations, about 15 miles northwest 
of Bellingham. . Bayne returned the night of May 27th, according to letter’ 
from Commissioner White dated May 28th (#2). What he did during his absence 
is apparently umknown to the officers who were supposed to have him under. 
surveillance. 


2. Copy of telegram sent to Commissioner White May 24th advising that 

Bayne was “wise to surveillance® and suggesting that they drop 

him for the present and employ other methods of keeping his boat 
under surveillance and requesting to be informed whether instruc- 
tions were being carried out regarding suspects Barker and Stone 

at Olympia. Telegram from Commissioner White dated May 25th 
advising that Inspector Hunter was locking after the Barker-8tone 
matter assisted by a.watchman; that there was no change in the 
situation. Letter from Commissioner White No. 4208 dated May 28, 
1914, replying to my letter of May 16th (forwarded with confidential 
report May 16, 1914) regarding the keeping of Bayne's boat under 
surveillance, and my telegram of the 24th suggesting that the 
attempt to shadow Bayne be dropped and advising that pricr to the 
receipt of said telegram information had been received from another 
source that Bayne had left the city, presumbably on a emuggling 
_ expedition; that a launch had been procured and Inspector Fisher 
and Watchman Patterson patrolled the entrance to the bor, 
assisted by both a launchrand a Revenue Cutter for two nights; 

that Inspector Fisher proceeded northward on the 27th and was 
expected to arrive near Matia Island about midnight; that word 

had been received that Bayne returned to the city the night of the 
27th; that Inspector Fisher was so notified. Letter from Commis- 
sioner White, No. 4208, dated May 24, 1914, incYosing repért fron . 
Inspec tor Fisher dated May 22, 1914, regarding Bayne and Lortie and 
advising that Watchwan Patterson had located a boat named "Klatawa" 
which was suspected of being the one owned by Lortie and that the 
"Kliatawa" would be kept under surveillance. Inspector Fisher 
reports that on May 19, 1914 Edward Hughes, former Custozs Inspector 
and brother of Custom Inspector Hughes stationed at Blaine, Washinge 
ton, told him that he had information from a friend named Taylor that 
Bayne and Lortie were smuggling Chinese; that Taylor knew Bayne well; 
that Bayne's wife stopped at Tayler 's house temporarily when she had 
trouble with her husband and told the Taylors that Bayne and Lortie 
had been smugelibg Chinese and opium into the United States; that an 
old man living on an Island near Orcas Island was in with them; that 
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Bayne made his place a “laying up place® when bringing in con- 
trabands; that both Bayne and Lortie had a launch but that Lortie 
had not used his launch lately. Hughes further stated that Taylor 
had a conversation with Bayne when the latter was pretty drunk; that 
Bayne bragged about putting one over on the government officials 
Saying that "the old man" had tipped it off to him that said 
officials were watching his lannch; that he put one over on the 
officers by using another boat; Hughes further stated that the 
launch Bayne used was the "Klatawa"; that Bayne was flushed with 
money and contemplated buying a Buick automobile; that he, Hughes, 
believed with the assistance of Taylor he would know when Bayne 
intended making his next trip at least a day before his departure. 
Hughes has been working as an extra man in the Railway Mail Service; 
is out of work at the present time and desires to be considered the 
informer in the Bayne case. Three launches named "Klatawa*® have 
been located bu% their ownership not definitely established. 


Copy of telegram dated May 28th to Commissioner White advising that 
information had been received to the effect that Chinese were on the 
5.8. "Umatillo" and suggesting that these boats be searched at the 
first American port after leaving Canada. Copy of telegram from 
Commissioner White dated May 25, 1914, advising that one man watched 
the "Umatillo® on last trip; that two men watched her on previous“ 
trip; that she sails from Vancouver and stops at Bellinghar, 
Anacortes, , Everett and Seattle; that it is impossible to ascertain 
in advance the first port at which she will stop except through 

her clearance at Yancouver; that it is impracticable to search her 
at other ports than Seattle and suggests employment of special. 
watchman at Vancouver to watch her at each port. Copy of telegram 
dated May 30 to Inspector in Charge at Vancouver instructing that 
the Seattle office be advised by wire when Pacific coast steamers 
leave Vancouver giving their first port of call in the United States. 
Copy of telegram dated Ma@yy 30th to Commissioner White advising of 
instructions to Vancouver regarding the Pacific coast boats and 
suggesting that officers at ports where these vessels call keep then 
under secret surveillance, in order to ascertain whether any Chinese 
are smuggled in on these boats, Copy of letter to Commissioner | 
White dated May 30, 1914, with further reference to keeping the 
Pacific coast boats under surveillance for contraband Chinese. 


The boats of the Pacific Steamship Company after leaving Vancouver touch 
at different ports along Puget Sound en route to Seattle and it has been 


rumored that Chinese are brought in on these boats. As this is an ideal way 


to tring Chinese in, these boats should be carefully watched while in Puget 
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Sound ports. As an example of how they are watched by the Seattle officers, 
upon a recent trip the "“Umatillo® stopped at Beljingham and then proceeded to 
Seattle where she was kept under surveillance as hereinbefore stated, not~ 

withstanding the opportunity to land Chinese at Bellingham before she reached 


Seattle. 


4. letter from Inspector in Charge at Vancouver, No. 2430, dated 
May 23, 1914, inclosing copy of report and evidence submitted to 
the Commissioner of Immigration, Montreal, regarding the arrest 
of HONG GIT and WONG BOW, two Chinese found in the tool box of a 
Great Northern engine at Blaine, Washington, in charge of Peter 
MeGregor and fireman George Nelson, May 15, 1914, by Inspector 
Strench and Watchman Davidson. Copy of report from Commissioner 
‘White to the Bureau, dated May 23,, 1914, advising that Nelson and 
McGregor had been indicted on that date and inclosed copy of report 
of Inspector Fisher dated May 23, 1914, regarding the same(copy of 
this report was not sent to me), and stated that Nelson and McGregor 
were held under $2000 bail each. © Copy of letter addressed to the 
“Inspector in Charge at Vancouver, Wo. 309-8, dated May 30, 1914, 
regarding the arrest of Engineer Peter J. McGregor and‘ Fireman 
George Nelson and suggesting that such matters be reported to me 
directly in accordance with instructions contained in Bureau letter 
No. ‘53620/309, dated April 3, 1914. Letter from Commissioner White, 
No. 4208, dated May 27, 1914, inclosing letter from Inspector Fisher 
dated May 18, 1914, regarding the arrest of McGregor and Nelson. 


In connection with the latter, while in Seattle last winter I learned 


that a Great Northern fireman who was, formerly suspected of smuggling opium 


and Chinese was arranging to, return to work; and that a Great Northern 


niin, intended arranging to get a room at his house, This information 
Was lies’ to Interpreter Tape and myself by Special Treasury Agent Hamar. At 
the same time I learned that Michael J. Malloy, an all around crook whom I had 
previously investigated in the East, was suspected of being engaged in Chinese 
‘Smuggling ienrablene.” On April 9, 1914, after being assigned to this | 


particular work, I wrote Commissioner Thite and requested that Interpreter Tape . 
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be instructed to make further investigation regarding Malloy and the fireman 
and arrange to keep them under surveillance. Commissioner White subsequently 
reported that instead of sending IMterpreter Tape he had personally called 
upon the Special Agents but did not give the information requested, nor have 

I ever received any information concerning Malloy. Subsequently Inspectot 
Fisher and Watchman Petterson, according to their reports, took up fireman 
Hejson in connection with an engineer named "Biliy" Low and ascertained that 
Low and Nelson were ‘running Great Northern engine No. 1061 pulling train 

No. 359 between Seattle and Vancouver and were suspected of operating with a 


man named Johnson, (as detailed in paragraph 2 of my confidential report of 


the 16th wlt.). On May 12th Watchman Patterson reports (par.1, p 33 herewith): 


" * * * Arrived at Meadow Point at 2:25.P.M., Watched train $359, 
engine #1061 as it passed by having Engineer Low and Fireman 
Nelson in engine,-they being suspected of smuggling Chinese

In his daily report for May 12, 1914, (par. 1, page 14 herewith) Inspector 


Fisher states: 


© 2P.M. left fot Interbay to watch roundhouse for Billy Low and 
Bat Nelson locomotive engineer and fireman suspected smugglers 
of Chinese. These parties arrived there with their engine, 
#1061 about 3:30 P.M. after pulling their train into the city, 
watched their movements until they left the roundhouse about - 
380 P.M. without results*, 


On May 16, 1914 (par. 1,page 27, herewith) Inspector Fisher reports: 
‘* 2 P.M, left for Interbay to watch for Billy Low locomotive 
engineer pulling Great Northern train No. 959 from Vancouver. 
Watched Low on engine No. 1061 return to roundhouse at Interbay 
after leaving his train in station at Seattle, returned to city 
at 4:30 P.M.* Se 
letectie to the special report submitted by Inspector Fisher under date 
of May 18, 1914, the above quotations from the daily reports of both Fisher 
and Patterson cannot be correct, inasench as Engineer Low and Fireman Nelson 
vere not working together at the times stated in said reports, nor was Nelson 
working train No. 859 as stated by these officers. According to Inspector 
Fisher's special report the roundhouse records show that Engineer lic Gre gor 
and Pireman Helson have been running the same engine, on walsh the Chinese 
were found, for at least a month. fis is in direct contradiction of 
Inspector Fisher's reports above quoted, especially that for May 12th, 
(par. 1, page 14 herewith) in which that officer states that at 2 P.M. he was 
at Interbay watching for Billy Low and Bat Nelson, loc omotive engineer and 
fireman, ‘suspected of smuggling Chinese; that “these parties arrived with 
ngine #1061 about 3:30 P.M after pulling the sin into the ¢ 
atched their movements until the he roundhouse about 4;3C 
results." This was three days before Nelson was arrested and at a time when 
Inspector Fisher Row states he was not working with Engineer Low, and clearly

Letter from Commissioner White, dated May 29, 1914, 
replying to the foregoing te which attention is respectfully 
invited; no reply will be made to this letter as it is simply a 
resume of excuses and objections which can only be disposed of by & 
reiteration of former instructions from the Bureau, to which 
Commissioner White appears also to take exception.

Regarding the Barker-Stone matter at Olympia the only information I — 
have is that contained in the report of Inspector Hunter submitted with and 
referred to is Porsareek 6 of my confidential report of May 12, 1914, which, 
as stated therein, does not determine the question whether these men are now 
smugzling Chinese. into the United States. The ce of Police at Olympia 
may be a friend of Gemideei ence White; at the same time the police officer 
who is supposed to be watching Barker and Stone may be equally as friendly 
towards the latter. 

By referenme to the foregoing and the reports upon which the several 
paragraphs are based, it will be seen that the officers engaged on Chinese 


work have, in each instance, totally failed to accomplish any results; it 


appears from their own reports that smuggler: Bayne has made two successful 


trips during the time when he was supposed to be under constant surveillance; 
that they did not know what train or engine Fireman Nelson was working on; did 


not know what engineer he was working with; in fact had no tangible information 
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whatever and knew nothing of whit he was doing until he was arrested by the 
Blaine officers with two Chinese concealed in the tool box of his engine, 
although he was supposed to be urler surveillance by the Seattle office. The 
reports further show the officers have no idea of what Barker and Stone are 
doing and that these two suspects could be smuggling Chinese at will so far as 


‘these officers are concerned. 


be 


If Commissioner White is giving these. eaves his personal attention, 
he certainly ought, by this time, realise thet the work is not being properly 
handled, mid that the penerts, daily and otherwise, ‘cannot be relied upon in 
connection therewith. : Although their daily reports are less than one page, 


it appears they spend hours at the office almost daily- "writing reports"; at 


the same time I have been unable to have these reports sent " me each day 
but, instead, they come in bunches; Commi ssi oner White ‘ait ate they haven't 
time to submit them promptly. 

The foregoing is submitted to show that Chinese are being smuggled into 
the Seattle District and that the officers assigned to the work are unable to 
do it properly and that it will be impossible to improve the situation unless 


Commissioner White can be made to see the ineffectivaness of present methods 


and agrees to proper changes, or if this cannot be done, the only alternative 
would be to place a competent officer to handle the smuggling situation under 
my personal dirée¢ion, affording him such assistance as conditions warrant. 
Referring to copy of letter from Commissioner White No. 4208/37, dated 
May 29, 1914, transmitted with Bureau letter No. 53788/1 dated June 3, 1914, 


‘it appears that most of the aes discussed therein have been disposed of 


heretofore in this report. 


With further reference to suspects Barker and Stone at Olympia, on 
March 6, 1914, Inspector Hunter reported these suspects had a boat near their 
house, which was built over the water; that on February 28, 1914, the boat 
came underthe ies’ aak ine ard ‘caeaie were taken out; nothing more was 
heard until April 28, 1914, when Inspector Hunter reported a visit to 
Olympia on the 2let and 22nd instants (April), at which time he found their 
boat gone from its usual place alongside the house; that all inquiries proved 
fruitless; that the Chief of POlice was watc hing these suspects but on account 
of his limited force it was impossible for him to do much watching, etc.; such 
report having been submitted and referred to in Paragraph 6 of my eonfidential 
report of May 16, 1914, as stated above. Since that tine nothing further 
has been heard from these suspects, except in his daily report for May 26, 
Inspector Hunter states he made an investigation regarding Barker and page who 
are believed to be engaged in smuggling Chinese into the United States and would 
submit a separate report relative thereto, which report has never been received. 
Commissioner White, in his letter to the Bureau, states that their boat is 
not completed and therefore they cannot do any ‘snuggling. Yet, as above * 
stated, they had a boat on yobrnary 28, 1914, which may be ‘actively engaged 
in smuggling as it has never been kept under surveillance and was pore si 
its place alongside the house at the time of Inspector Hunter's visit April 
21022, last. The boat Commissioner White refers to seems to be the one under 
construction by George and Oscar Craig, associate’ of Barker and Stone. On 


April 28, 1914, Commissioner White advises that Inspector Fisher had just 


learned ofa girl who associates with Barker's girl in Olympia from whom he 


expected to get information regarding the movements of Barker. The 
Commissioner was immediately requested to have eaupes tor Fisher run out 

this information but up ‘to the sresent time nothing hes been heard from 

said request. In order to intelligently dispose of this case, and for the 
reasoh that Inspector Hunter failed to give it proper attention and his 
reports were unsatisfactory, Commissioner White was repeatedly requested to 
ieetan Inspec tor Turner to make a full and complete investigation in order 

to hotersine just what these suspects were doing. Inspector Turner was 
suggeSted in view of his having made a successul and intelligent investigation 
for me in connection with suspect Michael Malloy, alias Captain Gray, in 


facoma last November, and I know of no reason why Turner should not have 
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been immediately detailed for this work, other than that it was rumored 
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last autum that he was an applicant for Assistant Commissioner Sergeant's 
position, which may have resulted in adverse criticism on the part of the 
latter. this assignment would in no way reflect upon Inspector Hunter, 
the latter has not been regulenty employed on this work but only handled it 
incidently with hia other duties in Tacoma, which is 50 miles from Olympia. 
Regarding suspect Michael J. Malloy, as before stated while in Seattle 
last fall Special Treasury Agent Hamar told Interpreter. Tape and myself of 
rumors to the effect that Malloy was in the Chinese uiteling beckmunl and that 
a detec tive named Phillips, whom Tape knew, could give information concerning 


him. For this reason Commissioner White was requested to instrwt I™erpreter 
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Tape to locate Malloy and make a full investigation concerning him. Instead, 
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Commissioner White called upon Special Treasury Agents, had a talk concerning

Malley, gained no information whatever and reported. that said Agents would 


>, 

keop him advised in the future concerning this suspect. Nothing further 
has been heard from the matter. Concerning Interpreter Tare, this officer 
has worked in this and other branches of the government service for a number 


of years and has always been considered a first class investigator by those 


under whom he so worked, including myself, which facts are well known to 
the Burem. The fact, as stated in Commissioner White's letter, that 


wt 


attorneys in Chinese cases object to his acting as Interpreter only tends 
to show that he serves the interest. of the government rather than that of 
their clients. The only complaints ever made against Interpreter Tape 

_ Were made by disgruntled attorneys in attempts to discredit him:before the 
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In my opinion the question of preventing the smuggling of Contraband 
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Chinese into the United States from Canada is too grave to be bartered against 
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personal animosity towards officers peculiarly qualified to successfully handle 
the work and those who have proven their inability to do 80; and I again 
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respectfully request that Conmmissicner White be directed by wire to detail 
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Inspec tor Turner and Interpreter Tape for work in connection with the Barker- 


. 


Stone and Malloy ratters, respectively. This will not necessitate the 
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assignment of additional officers to the Seattle District as the Bayne matter 


can easily be handled in Seattle by one officer, if my suggestions are properly 
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carried out.

Copy of report from I"spector (mounted) Ellis to Inspector Webb, 
dated May 28, 1914, regarding a 200-mile scouting trip through the 
foot hills of the Imperial Valley for information regarding the 
movements of. automobiles ani probable smgglers.

Copies of correspondence between Inspector in Charge Connell and the 
San Diego office regarding 15 certificates of residence and 1 birth 
certificate transmitted by registered mail from Ensgnada, Mexico, to 
San Diego, California, in an envelope addressed.to [UN HING, : 
434 Third Street, San Diego, which certificateswere seised at the 
Custom House, together with Chinese correspondence which tends to 
show that the owners of these certificates were to have left the 
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"old hotel" near Puntabanda on the night of May 25, 1914; that on 
account of the letters being intercepted the boatman was not 
notified; that JEUNG AH JEUNG called at the Custom House to get 

the certificates; that HAM JON or LUN HING, the party to whom these 
letters were addressed, is proprietor of the Evans Gardens near the

The Chinese tnspes ter. in Charge at New York has been furnished 
with information contained in these reports having to do with 
amuggling operations in his District. 


Report from the Commissioner of Immigration, Glowsecter, 
Nos. 3930-I, 2146-C, dated June 1, 1914, advising that on May 25, 
1914, two. Chinese stowaways were found in the forepeak of the 
S.&. *"Esparata" where they were discovered by search initiated by 
the Philadelppia office; also report No. 2146-C, 2167-C, 2168-C, 
dated June 2, 1914, inclosing minutes of special inguiry hearing in 
the ‘case of the two Chinese, Ching Hang and Mock Jin, found on the 
{ $8 "Esparata". 
These reports show that the two Chinese were placed on board the < 
United Fruit Co.'s boat "Esparata" at Port Antonio, Jamaica, ap- 
parently by a negro; that Ching Hang paid $50 for his passage and 
that of Mock Jim; that someone on the boat supplied them with food 
and water en route, but the Chinese were either unwilling ot unable 
to identify this person; that both Chinese went direct from China 
to Jamaica where Ching Hang had resided only about two months dnd 
Mock Jim less, than a year; that John R. Carson, First Officer on the 
"Esparata" searched his vessel en route under instructions of the 
Captain but admitted that he had failed to searched the forepeak 


where the Chinese were found, for which it appears he was subsequenty 
dismissed. | | 


Upon receipt of the above information the Inspectors at Boston, New 


| York and Baltimore were advised and instructed to place the "Esparata" on 


their list of suspects for future information, as per copy of communication

ence with Mr, Burns, and as ratified by Assistant Commissioner 
Hughec, it wae Geemed best to initiate « eeareh of the *Jolando 
Di Gicorgio® at the Marcus Hook Querentine Station. Pi. 

Pursuant to this pien Deputy Surveyor Burne detailed Castel 
Inspectors J.B. Cass, Wa. ¥. Davie and J.F.Callen, to proceed to 
Mereuvs Hook under his personal direction, acting in conjunetion 
with Inepector Reiee,Interpreter Busha and Clerk Bonnelly and my- 
self. In order to concentrate the cherge or expenditure for trans- 


portation incidentel to thic arrangencnt, Bennsylvania Railroad 
mileage wae eupplieé by this office covering the entire party, us- 
ing for this purpose @.1.R.18641, coupons 614 to 787, beth inelu- 
sive, in effecting the arrangement; which arrangexent was adopted 
in view of the fast that the expense was necessary and caleuiated

tine, At 1630 4.u, the “Jolande DA GAengio was officially bearded 
and the formalitios before entering port were complied with after 

which Deputy Surveyor Burns explained the yurpese of the unueual of- 
ficial visit te the Master and received from that Officer on the om 
a statement, in substance, as tollows:- 

*Juet before clearing Port &¢ Jamaica an officer of the Bteamehip 
Company boarded the*Jolando Di Giorgio” and informed me that he had 
reliable advices that Chinese Stowaways were on board and diteoted 
that a thowough search be made. Acting on taece orders I perecnally 
supervised the searching of the entire ship and efter satisfying ay~ 
seig that the report wae unfounded we proceeded on our way to this 
port. Yeering that there might have Seen some over~sight tre other 
searches were made whilst enroute from Jamaica and I am personally 
eatiefied thet while there may have beex a plan to stow away Chinese 
om the “Jolando Di Gioz@io",the arrangewent wae not effeoted."

This idea wae tenable in that the “Amelia® was reported due 
at quarantine within an hour after the arrival of the “Jolange 
Da Giorgio" at that point; accordingly Custeons Inspector Nevin 
‘was detailed to guard the paseage of the*Di Giargioe® into her 
deck at Philadelphia amd the remainder of cur offieial party was 
conveyed by the quarantine tug to the “Amelis", oa her arrived 
at Marcus Hook. Tae unwnl foruclities of boarding the *Amelial. 
were complied with, whereupon the crewaen, especially the Chinese, 
were erlie@ om @eok and 2 search made im «li the asceasible parte 
of the vessel, without result. On arrivel at her dook in Phil- 
adelrphia Deputy Surveyor Burns directed a day-light seach of both 
the *Jolando Pi Giorgio® and the *Amelia*, and further safe-gucsd- 
ec the situation by detailing a specisl guard of threes wer co eaok 
veecel until the discharge of the cargo admitted of a final and 
conclusive search; but these extra precautions did net reeult in 
finding any stowaways. : ; 

While the search made om this occeeicn was fruitiecs a thor 
ough inquiry .f the officers and cremzen of both vesecis inucicated

indicated by the feet thet eeversl seamen adwitted thet they had 
been importuned to assietiin stewing away Chinese on board shipe 
on which they rere ofewnen. 

It would seem that in erder to counter-aet thie activity it 
ie ebeclutely necessary to employ guarde and searchers for duty 
on 21] voscele ¢oming from Jamaican pointe at this time, whose 
specific duty it will be to remein on board them from the tine 
they tie up at dock until they clear for another voyage. 

Thie suggestion io made with the full realisation that. those 
eagnged in emuggling Chinese inte the country will be slexrt to 
the counter~activity of thie Service and so long as thie quand 
service is maintained will probably cease their operations, Howe 
ever, there can de but little dowb§ that wnless some aggressive 

plan is adopted thet Chinese will successfully evade the efforts 
of thia office to rrevent iliegal immortations on veseeie coming 3 
from Jamaican end Mexico esneciaily. 

The action taken by Deputy Surveyor Burns, in the cirowstances 
herein set forth, indicates that the Immigration Service at this 
Port enjoys the hearty and efficient co-op-+ration of the Customs — 
officiels, and it would sees that working in comjunction and hare 
mory with this kindred branch of the Governneat Service, that some 
efficacicuse plen could be edopted if the joint efforte of the Iu-

With reference to Bureau letter, File No, 63620/309, dated April 
5, 1914, there is respectfully submitted the following information; 


The principle menace of Chinese laws, as affects this jurisdie- 


tion, lies in the wide-open opportunities which are efforded schemes 
of Chinese smugglers, es such ere afforded a the connivance of 
crewmen on vessels plying between foreign Ports (principally Mexican 
Ports) and the Port of Philadelpnia. 

While the officers of the Chinese Division-h ave the heartiest 
co-operation from the Customs officials of this Port, in their endeave 
or to discover contraband Chinese ou foreign vessels, it is doubtless. 
true that many successful attempts aze mede by Chinese to. gain surrep= 
titious entity into the { una Stakes, as stowaways. 

As a practical cidupiifieation of this,the records of this office 
disclose the fact that the Britieh $/S "Chiswick", through the connie 
vance of her Chinese crewmen, had on board fifteen Chinese Stowaways,

who attempted to dliegally land at Philadelphia, on Jenuary 60,1914, 


These Sstovaways were secreted in such a way, in the section of the ohdy 


occupied exclusively by the Chinese crewmen, that this office is of the

belief that the entire transaction was, undertaken without the know rledge 


; 
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of the white officers of the ship; admitting which, it follows that 


ordinary seamen on any vessel from foreign Ports could successfully 
conspire to bring Chinese into American Ports and disembark them under 
cover of night, with the connivance of agents on shore. This office 
hes Consular information that the attempt to idand stowaways from the 
"Chiswick" was the result of a conspiracy between agents or operators 
of a Chinese Syndicate in Vera Cruz, Mexico, who were co-operating with 
parties in New York, to this end. 

| As the result of an investigation, this office has been confiden- 
tially advised that Hong Chang Noi, of No. 13 Mott Street, New York 
City, was the man who headed this Syndicate directly responsible for 
the attempt to illegally impert this group .of Chinese. 
| From this it is quite logical t® infer that the Syndicate which 
this Chinaman represents, is working water-routes into American Ports. 
The Chinese firm of Wing Tong, 834 Race Street, Philadelphia, is, seem~- 
ingly, directly connected with this illegal transaction. 

~ This office is, at this time, prosecuting two denortation cases, in 
which Loui Lit and Louie Fong,alleged brothers,are defendants. At the 
time these Chinese were taken into custody, by reason of an anonymous 
communication, certain correspondence was seized, which clearly indi- 
cates that these two Chinese were handled by Pong Lee of No. lll James 
Street, North, Hemilton, Ontario, and thence sent to George Yee's laun- 


dry at 1524-Baltimore Avenue,Philadelphia. Other corresrondence seized 


at the time of the arrest indicated many importations of Chinese,which 


correspondence was apparently received from the same address at, Hamilton, @ 


Ontz;and which specifically identified Moi Quong,iicnager of the Kwon “ah

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Lung Co, 994 Race Street, ‘Philadelphia, as the pay-master of some

Chinese smugglers operating through the Jemes Street address, in 
Hamilton, | 

Furthermore, the correspondence which was seized, was, for the 
most pakt, signed by Pong Shu Gee, end addressed to Louie Fong Horn; 
and from other information gained at the time of the arrest it is the 
belief that Chinese who are passed from Pans by these operators, 
have Akron, Ohio, as their base of distribution. 

Hop Lee of Bettysburgh,Pa., is identified with several illegal 
admissions of Chinese im the United States, working in conjunction _ 
with eertain Chinese in San Francisco and vicinity; the methods of 
these, it would seem, are to secure péritired testimony whereby youths 
are admitted to alleged fathers, who pose as merchant 8. 

In Noveuber, 1913, whilst on a confidential detail at, Pittsburgh, 
Pa., end.vicinity, working in conjunction with the Detroit office, in 
an endeavor to apprehend the members of the Latour gang, whose base of 
operations is Windsor, Ontario, the investigations disclosed the fact 
that these operators were using P. & L.E. Railroad‘ and conhecting lines, 
in their illegal traffic; and that they were using Newcastle, Pa., a6 


the depository of their "goods", until such ne 28 they could be

safely passed (by trolley very probebly) to Pittsburgh and adjacent

points. I may be permitted to observe that my field work in connection 
with the Chinese Division of this Port, gives me good grounds for the 
belief that there is scarcely a tow > over five thousand inhabitants 


in this district of Pennsylvania, that does not contain a Chinaman who 


at some time or other has not gained surreptitious entry into the coun- 


try, #8 is indicated by the fact that there are meny in this Jurisdic-

— tion who have not in their possession amy legal evidence of 


their ever having, been legally admitted into the country. 


While it may be safely relied upon that there are many China- 


men in this jurisdiction who are actively engaged in the impor- 


tation of contraband Chinese, and while there are many suspected 
of being engaged in thisillegal traffic, this office has not ini- 


tiated an aggressive campaign against these purely as an admin- 
istrative policy.

As a live case, and one this office intended to take up 


with the Chinese Inspector in Charge at New York, Exhibit "A" is 
presented. This hints that on December 22, 1913, one Chin Yen Yip 
(or James Chin), c/o Lie Sue, 13 E. Queen street, Kingston, Jamaica, 
B.W.I., arranged to send to Louie Sing and Wong Shes Hang, c/o Sang 
Lee, 161 Ralph street, Brooklyn, N. Y., two Chinese laborers named 
Wong Sow and Louie Fat. The method employed in this case was placing 
the two contraband Chinese on board the Cuneo Fruit Co.'s SS "Catha- 
rine Cuneo" ag stowaways in charge of a member of the crew named 
Joseph L. Gorman, who, with the Chinese stowaways, was apprehended and 


is new undergoing imprisonuent after pleading guilty. In Gorman's

plea for clemency he offered to assist in apprehending those who 
conspired with him in this illegal transaction. He also gave up 
two letters which revealed the names of the Chinese smugglers, and 
named one Gust Meikis, a seaman, aged 31, whose present whereabouts 


cannot be ascertained, ag the person associated with him in this

The exhibits "A" and "B" plainly show the methods employed 


in smecling Chinese into the United States by the water route, and, 
: Chinese 
while this division has in its files numerous cases of/stowavays 


found on vessels, the one presented in Exhibit "A" is, I believe, 
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the first instance in which the names of the conspirators at both 
ends were secured. Subsequent to this case of emiggling via the 
sea route fifteen Chinese stowaways were found on the SS "Chiswick" 
on her recent arrival from a Mexican pert. Tis will be reported 
by my official associate, Inspector Mallet, who handled the case. 
As to the plans adopted to apprehend or detect euigzlere 
by the method described, it /muat be said that every reasonable effort. 
is made in each instance of discovery of Chinese stowaways on a ves- | 
sel te get in pessession of isorteinntine cerrespondence; the officers ; 
and crewuwmn are exhaustively questioned, and the stowaways given 
a most rigid examination, with a view to zetting information lead- 
ing to the apprehension of those responsible for their presence on 


beard the ship. It can also be stated that most of the fruit: ships 


arriving from Jamaican ports are covered night and day by officers {af 


the Customs Service, which is heartily co-operating with us in this 


matter, and for extended periods all vessels arriving from the Vest 
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Indies and Mexico are searched. mis procedure is not relished 


by the officers of the vessels, and serves te put them on guard 
against the crew and induces them to thoroughly search their ships 


: 


for stowaways before leaving ports.

I might algo mention that a number of local Chinese ner- 


chants are not above suspicion af representing smuggling syndicates, 


notably, the stores at Nos. 906, 907, 909, 919, and 934 Race street, 
Philadelphia, letters found on contraband Chinese giving ground for 


suspicion. It is believed that these mercantile establishnents are

operating chains of laundries, and, as new Chinese help cannot: be 


secured in a legitimate way, they lend their aid in getting them inte

Besides, it was stated that the defendant was afflicted with a ferm | 
of tuberculesis ity pessibly live mich lenger, and that , 
imprisenament fo ; of time would mean his death. It was 
also argued that this defendant was merely the tool ef anether nen- 
ber ef the crew, and had received ne benefit frem the illegal trans- 
action, and that he would de all in his pewer te assist in the ap- 
prehension of the person whe got him inte the deal. Mr. Kremp 
asked me waether I believed our Department would be satisfied with 
a light sentence, and I replied that it was my epinien that the 


‘matter ef conviction was the essential peint; that whatever the 


sentence would be in this case, in view ef the defendant's physi- 
cal cenditien, would in all prebability be satisfactery te the De- 
artment and this effice, whereupen Mr. stated te the Court 
fellewing defendant&és strong plea for mercy) that he would be 
satisfied with a light sentence, and Gorman was fined $100 and sent 
te the County Prisen fer 30 days. 


In view of the fact that German cannot live mich longer even 
under the best cenditiens, it is my sincere epinien that the Gev- 
ernment should be gatisfied with the eutcome ef this case. The 
cenviction ef Gorman will serve as a deterrent to seamen en frait 
ships plying between United States and Jamaican perts, and will geo 
a great way tewards breaking up the practice.

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My investigation of this matter convinces me that pais was alone/in 
this gmuggling scheme. At any rate, there is to wy wing suificient evidence 
to bring a prosecution io a successful suamm outcome, so far ag Gorman is 
concermed. ‘« to the other person ne names ag responsible, the description 
Gorman gives of him does not fit either of the two firemen sOouagt harged 
from the Catharine Cuneo on the 23d ultimo, ani I oeileve the obai toate es 
a firenen on the ship by Gorman is neraly ta ofiort to shift the vblaue on 
another. (This cpinion is shared vy Assistant U. S. Attorney Sterrott, whe 
has advised this office that Gorman has succesded in velng roloased on »ail.) 

All appearances in tris wmtter justiZy wy belisf thet Sormma, who hag 
been a syifting waiter in restaurants in the Philadelphia tenderioia district, 
Signed on tho "Catharine Cuneo" fcr a singles trip for to sole purpose of car- 

rying out tuia transaction, anc, arrivéng at this port with the Chinamen is 
his charge, ne attempted farst to cot them off the ship and pier. Findiag that 
Owing to the vigilance of the night Cusivms Inspector on duty there, Lt would 
be impossible te get them from the suip to tis streat, he took them to: the 
barge “Uarnay", whieh was lyine alongside tue “Cunec", ani negotiated with the 
captain, an conegt Caps Verde negro, to tuke them off his Londs and put them 
aghore «i ons of tha.conl piers.

I have to report that yesterday, in pursuance of his conver- 
sation with you by telephone, Einar Mathewson, of No. 216 Spruce St., 
Philadelphia, came to this office for the purpose of imparting infor- 
mation concerning the smiggligg of Chinese into the United States on 
vessels in the fruit trade plying betweon Jammican and United States 
‘ports. Mathewson stated that he is a fireman, and that he had up to. 
about a year age been a momber of the crew of the 88 "Seminole®, of the 
U. 8S. Revenue Cutter Service, and later was employed on vessels ply- 
ing between Philadelphia and Kingston and Port Antonio, Jamaica, tho 
last one being the "Bowden", which he left a few weeks ago. Asked as 
to what personal knowledge he had regarding the smexling business, Me 
replied that he“had mate many trips between the United States and Jamai- 
can ports, and had often been approached by members of a syndicate and 
offered $500 a head for Chinese he would deliver to New York or Phila- 
 @elphia headquarters. He averred that it is common knowledge among 
the seamen employed on fruit steamers that this offer is open to all, 
and that many of them accept it and bring Chinese to this country, and 
that it is always with the knowledce of others in the crew, who re- 
ceive a part of the money. Mathewson says that so large has the traffic 
become that every arriving fruit ship at a Jamaican port is watched 
with keen interest by the mumerous runners employed by the syndicate, 
and that it is difficult for a seaman to escape them on going ashore. 
If a seaman pays the slightest attention to a runner he is taken to a 
saloon and plied with liquor, after which he falls into the game and 
is taken to the headquarters of the syndicate, introduced to the Chi- 
nese he is to get on board the ship, and given $300 for each, together 
with two letters--one in English and the other in Chinese--containing 
instructions as to delivery of the "goods*®. Under cover of night the 
Chinese are stowed-away on thse ship, the native watchmen having pre- 
viously been "fixed" for two English pounis each. On arrival at the 
United States port the stowaways are taken ashore, sometimes as steve- 
dores, with blackened faces, or put over the side of the vessel to a 
waitine rowboat. The place of delivery is usually a Chinese store, 
where, on presentation of the two letters, the balance of the contract 
price is paid. "You people have no idea how many Chinese are being 
smkcled into this country,* Mathewson contimed. “Some vessels bring 
ag many as 10 to 20 from Jamaica on a single trip. Most of them are 


< 

carried on ships sailing to New York, the crews of the SS "Admirante" 
and her sister shipd being most extensively engaged in the business, 
the Second Officer of the "Admirante® being especially active in it. 
Charleston, $.C., Mobile, Alm., Boston, and Philadelphias-in fact, 
every port where fruit ships sail to cet their share of smegled Chi- 
namen. The SS “Bowden” will arrive at this port on Sunday evening or 
Monday morning, next, and I am sure you will find stowaways on board 
of her if you make a search or watch the ship. You will find them 
either in the bunkers, ventilator funnels, or the provision store- 
room; and if no lockout is kept they will get the Chinamen ashore in 
one way or another. "Why did I leave the XEMNRANZKE 'Bowden'? Well, 
those people on the ship knew that I would not stand for any crooked 
busineéss, arid they had given me enough to utiderstand that if I con- 
tinued in the crew I would be done away with. At first they hinted 
to me thet I could get in on the scheme and cet part of the money; 
then they got bolder, and when I absolutely refused to join them I 
was given to understand that I would better get off the ship, and I 
. aid. =I am convinced that an honest seaman cannot remain honest long 
on those fruit ships, and I would like to help in breaking up this . 
smuggling business. I cam do a great deal towards it. I know those 
who are engaged in it in Jamaica, and I know the way, they operate. 
I am going to work my passage to Kingston in a week or so, and, if 
you want me to do it, I will get a line on several of those transac- 
tions and tell you in advance of the arrival of a ship with Chinese 
stowaways and who has the Chinese in charge, so you can get hold of 
the letters whereby you can get those engaged in it at this end. I «+ 
am willing to go to any extent of risk to help this country, so that 
this great temptation will be removed from seamen, who are generally 
honest, but who get only $30 a month. You can understand that $300 
looks like a large sum of money to them. Besides, they are obliged to 
get into the game, whether it is agreeable to them or not, for they 
know their. lives are not worth anything if they don't get in." ¢ 

That this informant is acting in good faith, I do not doubt. 
Mathewson is a clean-lookimg and honest-appearing Norwegian, and his 
motive is doubtless as he stated--to relieve his countrymen who man 
most of the fruit steamers from the temptations that beset them. His 
recital of the modus dperandi of the smugglers coincides precisely 
with the story told by Joseph Gorman, a seaman of the SS "Catharine 
Cuneo", who was arrested on information of this office in December 
last for smugzling two Chinese into the United States from Jamaica 
and is under bail in the sum of $500 for his appearance at the March 
Term of Federal Court. As to his statement, made in a positive man- 
ner, that the practice is general and involves all seaports at which 
fruit steamers arrive, and especially as to that part of it wich ap- 
plies to this port, it would appear to be imperative that all arriving 
ships from Jamaica be thoroughly searched for stowaways. Our informant 
on leaving stated that he would call again in a day or two and make ar- 
rangement for the conveyance of further information in this matter.

While there was just ground for censure of Mr. Carson for 
dereliction of his duty, it was not deemed an occasion for any attempt to pros= 
ecute in connection with the failure to illegally import the Chinese, The 
master of the "Rs parte" reproached his first officer in stinging terns, and 


this office has been reliably informed that Mir, Carson was discharged from his

position because of his neglect in this connection, 


The search of this vessel was the result of a systematic effort on the 


part of this office te apprehend all Chinese seeking illegal admission by the 


water route, through this port, and tends to indicate that Chinese smugglers 


are active at Jamaican ports in furthering this contraband traffic.

Continuing my confidential report No. 309-D, dated May 22, 1914, 
the following reports and other correspondence regarding Chinese smpecgling 
operations in the vicinity of Detroit are submitted for filing: 


1. Copy of commnicatien from Inspectcor in Charge Frick to the 
Inspector in Charge; Chicago, dated May 21,1914,confirming 
telephone message that four Chinese had left Windsor at 7:30 
P.M. May 20 for Walkerville in charge of two white smugglers 
destined, one to 228 22nd St., one to 119 22nd St., and 2 to 
216 2nd St., Chicago; one of the latter to continue to lll 
Broadway, Ashland, New York, at a later date. 


e Report from Inspector in Charge Frick covering Chinese work .in 
Ris District for the week ended May 23, 1914, which shows that 

on May 17th informant 0'Donnell advised that Stoneberg and Red 
Stevens had passed either through Port Huron or Detroit with 
‘four Chinese for Chicago to be unloaded at the Kensington yards; 

and that said information was furnished the Chicago office; 

May 18th Willie Pang advised that four Chinese had left Windsor in | 
charge of two white men, two destined to 247 22nd St., Chicago, and ~ 
two to Crystal Falls, Michigan; also that two Chinese left Windsor 

in company with Bemy Ouellette one destined to 22 South 8th &t., 

St. Louis, and one to 28 Mott St., New York; that the Inspectors‘in 
both cities were advised; May 19th received information that Henry 
Latour and a young man unknown were in charge of the four Chinese 
reported destined to Chicago on the 18th; May 20th information was 
received from James Fs Foley, Chief Special Agent Grand Trunk © 
railroad that two letters written in Chinese characters were found 
ina box car which reached their 5lst St. yards, Chicago; May 18. 

Mr. Foley was requested to detail one of his officers to work in the 
freight yards mentioned; May 2lst informant Willie Pang reported 

four Chinese in Windsor destined three to New York and one to 63 
Summit St., Brooklyn; on the following day he advised that said . 
Chinese ‘had left Windsor; May 23rd informant Willie Pang advised that

the four Chinese above mentioned were brought back to Windsor for 
some reason and later advised that said Chinese would be smuggled 
in in freight cars; notified Toledo and Chicago offices. — 


The two Chinese reported by informant Pang on Nay 18th destined to 


Crystal Falls, Michigan, were arrested by police in Chicago on the night of 


May 22nd, together with two other Chinese and Henry Latéur; later two Chinese 


and Latour were released by the police for some unknown reason but Henry 


Latour has since been connected with the smuggling of these Chinese and is 


now under arrest’ in Detroit awaiting removal to Chicago.

Copies of reports and other correspondence regarding the arrest 

of Henry Latour at Detroit, Michigan, May 27, 1914. Four Chinese 
and a white man were arrested in Chicago by the police on the night - 
of May 22nd on complaint of a woman that the Chinese had attempted 
to snatch her handbag; two of the Chinese and the white mn were 
released as the woman failed to identify them. The following 
morning Inspector Ebey interviewed two Chinese who gave the names 

6f Yip Tung Foon and Yip Gim Toy, alias Yip Moon Lim, and admitted 
that four of them had come from Windsor in a freight car; that 

they (the-two) were bound for the Yep Jay Laundry, Crystal Falls, 
Michigan (this information was previously furnished by informant 
Willie Pang); a photograph of Henry Latour was exhibited to the 
police officials and others who'saw the four Chinese and white man on 
the evening of May 22nd and he was fully identified as the party 
who had the Chinese in charge; upon that information he was taken 
into custody and is now awaiting removal to Chicago. Willie Pang 
subsequently reported that Albert (Birmy) Ouellette was the party 
who assisted Henry Latour in this transaction but the officers have 
been unable to connect him with the deal. The Yep Jay Laundry at 
Crystal Falls, to which the two Chinese were destined, was searched 
and correspondence found through which it may be able to connect 

Lee Suey Sing, alias Frank Lee, Henry Latour and Gin Fay, proprietor 


of the Yep Jay Laundry; this phase of the case is now before the 


United States Attorney in Chicago. Of course Henry Latour will 
also be prosecuted for aiding and abetting in violation of sec,11.. 


Copy . of communication addressed to the Inspector in Charge at 
Detroit and advising that a bunch of about ten green Chinese left 
Toronto weekly for Lofidon and suggesting that he arrange with 
conductors and others to be advised when green Chinese arrive at 


London or Windsor; Inspector in Charge Frick's reply thereto, 

No. 1683, dated May 22, 1914, advising that all trains arriving | 
at Windsor were met by an inspector attatched to his office who 
reports the arrival of all Chinese and that arrivals at London 


were reported by inspectors from Port Huron who meet trains at 
the former place. 


Copy of telegram from Inspector in Charge at Detroit to the 
Inspector in Charge at Chicago advising that one Chinese 


got on Michigan Central train No. 37 at Ann Harbor destined to 
Chicago. ; 


Copy of letter No. 2242/102, dated May 22, 1914, from Inspector 
in Charge Frick to the Sheriff of Monroe, Michigan, advising that 
William Finley and Roy Kett, residents of Amherstburg, Ontario., 
were seen with three Chinese which they were arranging to take to 
Monroe, Michigan; that Finley is proprietor of a pool room at 
Amherstburg and owns a fast launch; and requesting the Sheriff to 
assist in the apprehension of these parties.

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warrant from Chicago; May 28th an anonymous telephone message was 
received to the effect that three Chinese were smuggled into the 
United States destined to Bloqmington, Illinois, Joliet, Lllinois, 
and St. Louis, Missouri; that the inspectors at Chicago and St. 

Louis were advised; that Willie Pang reported two Chinese had left 
Windsor, one destined to 9016 Superior Street, Cleveland, Ohio, anf 
one to 63 Summit Street, Brooklyn; that this information was tele- 
phoned to Cleveland and wired to New York! (see Par.10); May 29th 
Chicago advised that a formal warrant had been sent to the United 
States Attorney in the Henry Latour case; that three Chinese arrested 
by €nspector McCabe at Jackson, Michigan, on March 9, 1914, had been 
Ordered deported by Commissioner Hurd and their cases appealed to the 
District Court; May 30th informant Pang advised that four Chinese had 
returned from Frank Lee's place in Windsor to Toronto because of 
recent arrests and that brvt one was left at Frank Lee's; that informa’ 
tion received from varicus sources in Windsor indicates that Chinese 
Sruggiing operations are to be temporarily transferred to London 
because of recent arrests of Anderson, Geiser and Latour; that 
informant Pang is willing to go to either Toronto or Harilton to 
secure- information provided his actual expenses are paid. 


Reports and other correspondence shoring that on the evening of. 
May 26th,.1914, informant Willie Pang advised that two Chinese 
would be smuggled into the United States that night; that they were 
destined to an unknown address in New York City; that about 2:80 
A.M,, May 27th, two police officials arrested John Geiser, Willian 
(Whitey) Anderson, Walter Wilcox, Chauffeur and owner of rautomodile, 
and two Chinese Ing Bow and Ing Nom at Monroe, Michigan, while en 
route from Detroit.to Toledo; that the defendants were arraigned 
before United States Commissioner Hurd and hearings continued to 
June 8, 1914, bail being fixed in the sume of $4000 each for Geiser 
and Anierson and $2000 for Wilcox, while Departmental warrants were 
secured for the Chinese. , 


Cory of communication from Inspector in Charge Frick to the Inspector 
in charge at Clevela ad and copy of telegram from Inspector in Charge 
Frick to the Chinese Inspector in Charge at New York, dated May 29th, 
Sdvising that two Chinese left Windsor the previous night, one

As a means of further concealing the identify of informant Willie Pang,

U. &. Attorney, petroit, suggested prosecution for conspiracy: at Chicago, I 
beg to report that I have laid the cdse before the U. &. Attorney here, and

after considering the situation, he decided to institute prosecution against

Henry Latour for violation of section 11, Chinese exclusion laws, act of 
1884. He decided upon this course as a temporary measure to secure the re- 
moval of Latour to Chicago. Complaint was sworn to by me and the warrant, 
after having been returned unexevuted by the U. S. Ma@shal, Chicago, was for- 
warded to the U. S. Attorney at petroit. 

At the present writing the case stands as follows; 

The smuggled Chinese, Yip Tung Foon and Yip Gim Toy alias 
Yip Moon Lim, have admitted that they are alien Chinese and that they were 
put ina freight car at Windsor, Canada, on the night of Monday , the 1&th 


instant by a white man who agreed to let them out in Chicago. They say he

did not let them out but they finally broke out of the car. They deny that 


they are bound for crystal Falls, Michigan. They admit that they came to

Chicago in the freight car. This is the substance of their stetements to me 
which were signed and evern to, but of course were not made in the presence 
of the defendant, Latour. 

We can prove that about 8:30 o'clock on the evening Latour and the 
Chinese were arrested, the two Chinese in custody entered a saloon at 74th &t. 
and western Ave., one block from the Wabask yards, which saloon is conducted 
by Joseph Wroblewski. The Chinese asked Wroblewski for a érink of water. 
Before he had given them the water, Latour entered and asked‘for a glass of 
beer, He asked why the Chinese did not drink beer instead of water, and one 
of them said he had no money. Latour then remarked that the Chinese race or 
class of people had been good to him and he would pay for their beer, which 
he proceeded to dco. He and the Chinese left the saloon together. ( The ghbe 
photograph of Latour has not yet been shown to Wroblewski, but from the iden-

tification by the police officers and the saloon-keeper's description of the

white man, their is no doubt of his being Latour.) Later in the evening 


Latour was found seated on the curb in front of a grocéry at 7lst St. and

To prove the connection of the proprietor of the Yep yay laundry : 

with the conspriacy, we have a letter in Chinese signed by the taux two 
Chinese in custody with the names they now give, announcing their arrival 
at Lee Suey Sing's place on April e6th. The letter bears the stamp" §.8.Rrank 
Co. Chinese Merchandise 59 Sandwich St. FE. Telephone 1010 Windsor Ont Can." 
It is addressed to Gin Fay, uncle, which is undoubtedly the true name of the 
proprietor of the Yep Jay laundry. MWaw We also have a letter signed Suey Sing, 
dated May 20th, acknowledging receipt of $20 to be delivered to "the two per- 
sons" and saying the "two persons" will start Monday night, arrive Chicago 
Wednesday, and"maybe the “devil boy" will take them to your place, but not 
certain", He says further "As to the $20 I will place it in your account.® 
We found in the crystal Falls laundry receipt for a money order for $20 dated 
May 18th, The postmasters records show that the money order was sent to 8.5.

There is a fourth member of the conspiracy who will undoubtedly 
have to be joined in the prosecution. He is one Yip @ing Wo, of Rochestor, 
Minn. A letter from him, addressed to Ging Fay, younger brother, dated April 
19, 1914, was found in the laundry at crystal Falls. It acknowledges re- 
coipt of a letter from Ging Fay and says"I noted what you state about Gim Toy 
(one of our arrested Chinese) croseing over to the United States. I have not 
much aeany on hand at present. I have now $100 and I am sending it to you 
through a bank. Please receive accordingly and succeed in doing this good 
decd. But I hope that what ever you do, you will get the safest way to avoid 
the sorrow of the future." The letter was registered and contained the uncashed 
draft for $100. The letter was in the proprietor'’s safe. [t was registered 


Ho, 3091, and had the return card "Ah Sing, 321 S. Main gt_, Rochester, Minn." 
I believe the case is a strong one, except upon the question of z : 
their importation tree windsor by Latour. Frank Moy, the emieass go-between 
‘who is handling the case for the Chinese, has informed me that he believes 
the Chinese will testify against Latour. This testimony, while given witho ut 
promise of reward, would doubtless necessitate the dismissal of the deportation 
cases against the Chinens.

We have requested the Detroit office to secure a statement from Latour, 
confronting him with the facts against him and his identification by the Shaags 
Chicago police, which statement has not yet been received. 

The proprietor of the Yep yay laundry came to Chicago with an attor~- 
ney, who visited this office, and inquired in regard to the search of the laun- 
dry. The Chinaman has returned to his laundry, Doubtless he and the man at 
Rochester can be apprehended whenever desired. 

I believe the course I have outlined is the only one open if a con- 
opiracy prosecution is to instituted. rf you have a different plan, please 
advise, and we will use our best efforts to carry it into effect.

ese admitted at the hearing to Interpreter Edward B, 
Kan that they were smuggled in from Winsor on the 
night of May 26th. (Attention is called at this time 
. to the valuable assistance rendered by Interpreter Kan 
in this case,as well as in others,it being my opinion 
_that.only through his instrumentality were we enabled 
to get a complete confession from these “hineseée,as they 
had previously set up a claim of being native born.) 
Received information from Chicago office that Henry 
Latour was identified by photograph<sent to Chicago 
by this office, as the man who was arrested at Chicego 
by police in company with four Chinese,on May 2ast., 
and later released with two Chinese,by the police. 
Directed Inspector McCabe to detain Latour upon sight, . 
and report to me. At 9 P.M. ,McCabe found Latour coming. 
from Windsor on the Detroit & Windsor Ferry, and he was 
instructed to request the police to detain him until 


formal warrant could be secured. Later received your 
telegram suggesting the arrest of Latour. 


May 28th: : 

Received telephone communication that three Chinese were 
smuggled:into the United States atthis point destined to 
Bloomington,Joliet,Illinois,and St.Louis,Missouri. In- 
formant refused to state who he was, Although the con- 
munication was anonymous,theinformation was furriished to 
the Chicago and St.Louis offices. Also advised by Willie 
Pang that two Chinese had left Windgor,one for 9016 Sup- 
erior St.,Cleveland,and one for 63 Summit St.,Brooklyn, 
N.Y. Telephoned this information to Cleveland office, 
and wired New York office this information. These Chin- 
ese were removed from Frank Lee's place in Windsor by 
other Chinese,and up to the present we have been unable 
to learn who the white smugglers were..

May 29th: : 
On account of delay in receiving proper warrant from 
Chicago office for Latour,it was necessary for me to 
swear to complaint and secure warrant from U.S.Com- 
missioner in this district,as police were unable to 
longer hold Latour. Was later advised by Chicago that 
formal warrant had been issued and forwarded to U.S, 
District Attorney,Detroit. Three Chinese arrested by

Willie Pang informed Inspector Mccabe that four Chinese 
had returned from Frank Lee's place to Toronto,in view 
of recent arrests,and that but one Chinese, destined to 
14 Oll St.,New vork, was now in Frank Lee's place in Wind- 
sor.

On the evening of Tuesday, May 26, 1914, Inspector 
uo%abe received a telephone communication from Tillie Pang, 
of Windsor, that two Chinese would be smuggled into the

"Kew York City, etreet address unknown, He states that 
from what information he hed secured, he believed the smug- 
giers would place the Chinese in freight care and that they 
would go over the Michigan Central Railway.

with the party. He was directed to hold all parties until 
our officers could reach there in the morning.

Accompanied by the writer, inspector NeCabe procecded —

John Geiser and William (*Whitey) Andersen, two wellknown 
Chinese smugglers, and one Talter Vileox, ‘the owner of the 
autemodile, and two Chinese persons .whe gave the names of 
Ing Bow and ing Nom, The Sheriff at Fonree stated that 
Geiser admitted to hin vefore two other witnesses that they 
had brought the Chinese from Windsor that night, and that 
they were taking them to New York, for whichthey would re- 
ceive $85.00 apiece. 

All five persons were brought to Detroit,Niehigan by 
our officers, and inspector KeCabe was directed to swear to 


a complaint before U.S.Comeissioneg J,Stanley Hurd, charging 
Geiser, Anderson, and Wilcex, with a violation of the Chin- 
ese Rxclusion Act, as well as the Immigration Act, in hav ing 
brought into the United States the above-named Chinese aliens, 
Commissioner Hurd issued a warrant of arrest the same day, and

Mr. Morris said that he had a young man in his employ last year, from 
Sept, to November, when he discharged him on account of finding him to be a 
crook and dishonest. His name was William Reid, about 24 years of age, about 
5'-3%, dark hair and eyes, slender build, eyes close to each other, haunted 
leok, and the appearance of a typical "dip*; was arrested twice for larceny.

received can be traced back to the contraband Chinese thereby directly 


connecting him with the correspondence, it is more than probable that he 
could be successfully presecuted for compiracy in the premises. A 
Comparigon of the signature on the inclosed statenent with the letter - 
surrendered by the police might throw some light on the subject.

Attached hereto, for filing, will be found memorandum reports 
submitted by Inspector Edwin W. Sterns, engaged on confidential work 
in Vancouver, B.C., from May 1 to June 5, 1914. 

As previously reported, Inspector Sterns has gotten :in with Harry 
Walton a pool rete and saloon keeper, through whom he met "Pat®, supposed 
to be, in connection with two others, engaged in tranenie idle Chinese 
by boat from Vancouver to Seattle; that Pat reports their best is still 


in Seattle with the other two men and for some reason unknown to him has 


not made a trip for some time, which information.was confirmed by James 


Hefferon, another water front character with whom Sterns has been “adsociating; 


that shortly after the arrest of the two Chinese in the tool box of the 
engine at Blaine, May 15, 1914, he questioned Walton regarding the arrest 
and the latter sent for Inspector Burk, station at Blaine, who called at 
Walton's pool room and told Sterns and Walton how the Chinese were, caught; 
Sterns subsequently learned that Inspector Burk became acquainted with 
Walton through a girl who is friendly with Walton's wife; that Inspector 


Burk appears to be very fond of the girl and does not seem to know Walton's

‘that Burk stated that he and Customs Inspector.Hughes at Baline were going 
to make a confidential investigation regarding the Chinese smugglers, but 
Walton subsequently learned it was "hot air". (Customs Inspector Hughes’ 
brother recently appeared as informant in the Bayne-Lortie case in Seattle). 
Walton has intimated that a "Captain Sanders" is arf old timer in the 
business; that Walton will Latroduce Sterns to him upon the latter's return 
to Vancoiiver. cea learned that Wallie Stickney, who formerly worked 

as a sleeping car conductor for the C. P. Re, but was discharged for 

theft, owned a launch and had handled Chinese out of Vancouver; that 
Stickney is out of the city and has been for some time. Walton promised 
to introduce Sterns to a man named Art Lalone, who has a launch, with the 
intimation that the latter was in the Chi nese smuggling business. Walton 
sent for a Chinese named Fong Yong whom he introduced to Sterns and the latter 


stated that a man on one of the C. P. R. boats running between Vancouver 


and Seattle carried Chinese for $250 and $300 a piece; that he knows this 


man has taken over a lot of boys during the past few years; that Wong has 


promised to find out the name of the man and the boat he works on and advise 
Sterns. Sterns venurte that shortly atte meeting Inspector Burk he asked 
Walton if he thought a "deal" could be fixed with Burk, and Walton stated 
that Burk was not crooked and that if he, Sterns, wanted to keep out of 
trouble not to say a word to him along those lines.’ Inspector Burk told 
Walton that the Immigration Service didn’ t have stool pigeons working in 


Vancouver, which eased Walton's mind. 


Judging from his reports, Inspector Sterns has succeeded in 


ingratiating himself with those likely to be engaged in or having 


knowledge of Chinese smuggling operations and he will doubtless succeed 
in unearthing the manner in which Chinese are smuggled into the United States 
from Vancouver. Of course he has had to -dide his time in order not to 
create suspision. Regarding the man on the CP.R. boat who handles Chinese, 
this may refer to Pacific Coast boats and Sterns waS 80 advised. 

Perhaps the launch he refers to as being in Seattle is the Fred Bayne 


launch, ‘under surveillance by the Seattle office. 


Sterns has been instructed to make a trip to Point Roberts where a

Referring to Bureau letter of June 1st, No. merrell and 
especially to that portion of said letter advising that "the Bu- 
reau does not believe there is such a volume of immigration via 
New Orleans to justify the appointment" of additional watchmen. 
to assist in the searching and guarding of vessels, I respect- 
fully have to state that it was not my intention +o recommend 
the appointment of additional watchmen for the purpose indicated, 
but to point out for the Bureau's information other possible av- 
enues for the illegal entry of contraband Chinese at this port, 
and to emphasize the necessity for maintaining the minimum nun- 
ber of watchmen as originally directed by the Bureau, necessary: 
for the safeguarding of aliens in detention and the proper pro- 
tection of the station and grounds. It is true that the volume 
of immigration through this port is not heavy, but during the 
past month there have been as many as eighty-four in detention 
for several days, and never less than 39 any day during thet 
time. Watchman Lejeune is now on amnyal leave, which reduces 
the force at the station proper to three men. 


It is desired to know whether or not, under these con- 
ditions and in view of the last paragraph of the Bureau's let- 
ter of June lst, the watchmen assigned to duty under Inspector 
Brough are to be used at the station proper at my discretion.

I have, therefore, not been able to keep 
in close touch with Chinese matters at Port ‘Barca during the time mentioned. 
While in Eytrers I called at Inspector in ates Frick's oftiee and eure: 
ed from him ‘that four Chinese had been taken from a car, DL & W 33762, in. 
“the Grand Trunk Robey Street yemis of Chicago on the evening of Tuesday, 
the 16th. “This car was loaded with cream separators and passed through 
this port on Sunday morning about 9:00 o'clock. It was ales opened by 
customs officer in the yards here, and entered. I regret to say that the 
shentiathon of this car was not made in a thorough manner, yet under the 
circumstances under which the examination was made should be taken into 
consideration before censure, if asi is places on officers at this port. 
The car was in a sandioas (fast freight) train, and during the entire time 
it eas in the yards here an engine stood on the train waiting until the 
customs officers were through with their examination of it. I, myself, 
was present at the time it was opened and while I did not enter it, it was 
entered as above stated by customs officer. The car was loaded to the roof

end it seemed physically impossible for any one to work his way into it,

Referring to your file No. 309/12, your letter dated June 15, 1925, 
relative to empléying Mr. William A. Davis of London, Ont., for confidential 
work in Chinese matter. | 

IT was in London on Vodnesday evening,on the 17th, and had a personal 
conference with Mr. Davis. He was questioned carefully as to his affiliations 
with railroad men and London, and I igpressed upon him in an unmistakable 
manner, the necessity of his doing the work in strict secrecy. Mr. Davis was 
formerly i OSE as fireman for the Grand Trunk Company at London, This 
was about four or five years ago. He resigned his position with the rail. 
road company and has since been employed at odd jobs in and around that city. 
As stated to you in former letter, I have known him for the past six or seven 
years and have always found him trustworthy and I am thoroughly satisfied that 
he is eaicaes end capable, and I, therefore, employed him. He entered upon 
his duties on the evening of the 17th. He was not satisfied with the conm- 
pensation at $50 per month and I told him that while I did not have authority 
in myself to increase it, I would, nevertheless, recommend that it be increased 


to $60 per month to start with. 


At the time I was in conference with Mr. Davis, he informed me 


there had arrived in London six Chinese from the East. These he had traced 


a 


to a Chinese Laundry near the depot. I told him to keep tab on them and to 
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report by phone in case any of them moved. He also reported on the 15th, 


that two Chinese came to London from Windsor, on train No.16, walked up 
town and left on train No.6 with tickets for Niagara Falls, Ont.

I had a brief interview with yr. Davis at ;ondon,Ont., yesterday, 
He informed me that on thursday, the 18th, a Chinaman accompanied by a 
‘white man arrived at London from Windsor, proceeded up town for a few minutes 
returned to the depot and purchased tickets for Niagara Falls, Ont., The ~ 
Chinaman is described as a short heavy set, well dressed fellow and spoke 
good English. Davis says that he wet so close to them that he heard part 
of their jaamenbaiied The Chinaman remarked that "He had to. get through 
to California." The white man replied, "Bon't be uneasy, 1 will get you 
through all right.* The white man is described as being about 45 or 50 


years of age, gray hair, gray mstache, prominent gold filling in his teeth 


and somewhat plainly dressed. I learned also, that yr. Davis knows alleged 
smigglers Ouellette and Hack, they having been employed in the yards of the 
Grand Trunk Railroad Company during the period that Davis was there employed. 
He does not know Stoneburg and Stevens, but stated that he thought he could 
identify Stoneburg as the man he has seen frequently around-Chinese resorts 
and the Grand frunk yards in Cokes. The above report relative to the 
Chinese person arriving at London and departing for Niagara Falle, Ont., may 
be considered as a corrected report of the one forwarded you yesterday, yes-

In the matter if Melvin fucker and John Oberst, George Swartsenberg 
and Thomas 0'Brien, shtibeed with smuggling Chinese into the United States 
at the Port of Buffalo in violation of sec. 8 of the act of February 20, 1907, 
beg to advise that these defendants were arraigned before United States 
Judge Hasel at Rochester, New York, today, at which time the first three 
reamed defendants entered a plea of live as charged, while defendant 
O'Brien entered a plea of not guilty, reserving the right to alter same or 


file a demurrer within twenty days. Defendants Tucker and Oberst were 
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Sentenced to serve six months in the Erie County Penitentiary and defendant 
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Swartsenberg was sentenced to serve one year in the same institution. 

In addition to presenting your telegram to Judge Hasel, United States — 
Attorney O'Brian made a full presentation of all facts in the premises 
and urged that the defendants be given sentences commensurate with the 
offenses committed Which, as shaen br transcript of the remarks of Judge ; 
Hasel hereto attached, convinced the court of the necessity for nore drastic 
punishment than has been given in similar cases in the past. 

The fact that penitentiary sentences were given in these cases, instead 
of nominal tines imposed in the past, will doubtless assist materially in 
breaking up Chinese smuggling operations at this port. 


From what I have been able to learn, defendant O'Brien will subsequently 
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"etter, 


plead guilty; his plea of not guilty being entered fer the purpose of 
disassociating himself with the other smugglers for fear that, it being 
his second offense, the Judge would make an example of hin, 

Defendant Richard Blaikie was arraigned on a charge of conspiring with

bond and his case will not be taken up until the fall term of court in order

After questioning defendants as to their age, occupation, prior record, 
etc., Judge Hasel stated: 


"I find it hard to impose punishrent in these cases, according to the

fact that no wereld terpitude is involved, and yet Congress solemnly enacted 
laws to prevent aliens, especially Chinese laborers, from entering the United 
States, and it has enacted laws to punish those who bring in or assist 
those who are desirous of entering. These laws mst be obeyed and respected 
by everybody. It makes no difference that you may disagree with the policy 
of the law or that you think Congress was in error in pisbbes to exclude from 
our shores any persons of another nationality. Therefore with the wisdom

of legislation we are not concerned, it ig our duty to obey these laws. We 
know only too well that this statute was enacted for the protection of 
Europeans laboring in this country and we know that Mongolians do not . 
assimilate with the people of this country; we also know that theré are 
millions of laborers in China who would be only too glad to come to our 


shores and do the laboring work that now devolves upon the, whites; indeed 


we know th@t they.would Come in such large numbers that they would wipe the 


"f 


white laborer out of the field and the result would be that those who labor 


in this country now in a reputable way would be redwed to a coolie laborer 
yeceitihe very much less pay than they now receive. 6&o that I wonder if you 
men have ever thought what the purpose of this law was: to protect the white 
laborer of this country and not permit Chinese laborers to come here and 
sompel the reduction of the laboring wage that is now paid, and I wonder if 
you have ever had in mind that Congress really had the welfare of the white 
laboring man in this country at heart? To say how sincerely Congress had it 
at heart, exceedingly drastic punishment is, provided for violating this 
statute, and I am quite in accord with the United States Attorney that so mch 
of this thing has been going on on the Niagara border that something ought 
to be done to stop it. If I thought or if I believed that you men had been 
engaged in this business, or if you had committed of fense of this character 
prior to the offense to which oon plead guilty, I feel that it would be my 
duty to give you the very extent of the statute, which on looking at Section 8 
provides for the punishment not exesoding two years as well as a fine. | 

Do I understand you both to say that you never before brought in any of 
these Chinese into this country? 

Defendants: Wo, sir. 

‘Do I understand you to say that you would set ka the future ee this 
law? 

Tucker: Yes, sir, guarantee and gamble on that.

As the principal smugglers in this section are either in jail or 


fugitives from justice, which has put a stop to smuggling along the Niagara

frontier, and court proceedings have been disposed of until the fall term 

with the exception of defendant O'Brien, who will doubtless plead guilty in 

the near future, I am about ready to proceed elsewhere. Tomorrow, the 19th, 

I am going to Ogdensburg and vicinity for the purpose of perfecting plans to 
intercept the smeglers if they move theit operation: to that section, | 
particularly around Cape Vincent, near which place they have crossed from 
Kingston, Ontario. It is my intention to — Acting Inspector and [“ter- 
preter Wallace work,in that section, with a view of detecting any movement that 
may start. Should the smugglers begin operations in that section, we can 

send the "Fearless" there, temporarily, for water patrol(she can go there 
under her own power through the Welland Canal). As Toronto is the distributing 
point, have ictal oh two railroad gatemen at that place to keep us 

advised as to the movements of Chinese, which information will be followed 

up by Wallace. fhe "Red Head® will take care of the water situation in 
Detroit; and the Inspector in Charge at Port Huron has been authorised to 


employ, temporarily, a man recommended by him for confidential work in 


London, Ontari@ , at whi¢h place Chinese are loaded into sealed box cars, 


our informants having Sdvised that several of the smgglers are arranging 


to begin operations at that place, This is preferable to 4ttempting to 


open all bonded cars without any definite information as to just what route 

the smugglers are following. Inspector Allen has been sent from Island 

Pond, Vermont, to Sherbrooke, P.Q, under cover, to work with an informant 

who has promised to furnish information regarding parties suspected of bringing 
Chinese across in automobiles, while Inspector Ketcham at Malone, has arranged 


with his friends in that. section to keep the automobile roads covered. 
Although it is not likely that any definite movement will be made until

the smugglers recover from the effect of the arrests at Buffalo and Detroit, 


a new crop is liahle to Spring up at any time and every precaution will 
be taken to forestall their future activities. This will not require any

additional assistance, at present, providing the Bureau will permit Wallace

Ae instructed in your letter No. 1542/1, dated June 1, 1914, relieving 
me Of my detail at Toledo and directing me to proceed to various points 
between Toledo and Cleveland with the view of ascertaining all information 
pertaining to tile smuggling of Chinese generally, I beg teave to report 
that I gums carried out your instructions and submit the following report: 


I left Toledo at 3:30 pem. for Port Clinton. On my arrival I called 
upon Mr, Motry, the U. S. Customs officer who for anumber of years hae 
held that position, who, stated that he has full control over the docks and 
all boats, large or small, ‘entering that port, and they must report to hin. 
During his more than twelve years of service at that port he had never 
discovered any smugglers at any time and there never was a Chinaman in 
Port Clinton to his knowledge; There are no policemen in this village but 
the citizens of the town are protected by what is known as day and night 
marshals clothed with police powers. Eugene Minnier is on duty during the 
day and Charles Shears protects the twon during the night. I arranged 
with those two officers to assist Mr. Morty, the Customs officer, in 
arresting any mmmgskek alleged or suspicious persons entering or leaving 
Port Clinton who had Chinamen in charge, and to detain them and notify the 
Clevelahd office, when an officer would be sent there for the purpose of 
investigating the case of those suspicious persons whom they might detaine 

You card was given those officers with number of office,phones &c. 

I would consider Port Clinton a very available place for the landing of 
Chinese by smugglers if they wish to do so, regardless gf the vigilance of 
the officers to the contrary. In addition to this arrangement made 
with the officials at Bort Clinton, I made the acquaintance of William 
Trimmer, conductor on the Northwestern Ohio Railway running between Marble 
Head and Toledo. that should any white or colored person board his car 
who was steering Chinamen to Toledo or elsewhere, to telephone to the first 
town ahead and have the policeman arrest the entire party (steerers and 
Chinamen), the officer making the arrest to communicate with the Cleveland 
office at once. I then gave Conducter Trimmer a number of your cards for 
the purpose of him to give them to the other conductors on this line, and 
requested that they comply with the same instructions as I had given hime 
I believe if there be any smugglers accompanying Chinamen on this line the 
Cleveland office will be notified to that effect. 


On the morning of the 8rd, I left for Marble Head. There is no U.S. 
Sitti officer here, hence I took the matter up with the town marshal, Mts. 
Norman Graves, who is also the constable of Danbury Township. I also called 
on Capt.°B. Le Griesser and his crew of the U. S. Life Saving Station, explained 
in detail the possibility of the smuggling uppartumity operations about to be 
taken along the Lake ports, The Captain after being informed that I had 
arranged with the Town Marshal and also the ticket agent G. A. West, of this 
place, he gave me the assurance that the parties mentioned would co-operate with 
each other as much as poseible for the arrest and conviction, if possible, of 
the smugglers if caught bringing Chinamen into this country illegally. I was 
favorably impressed to see the interest Capt. Griessen displayed in this matter. 
I am satisfied that the gentlemen vhose names I have mentioned will be on the 
outlook at Marble Head and will report all violations of law that come to their 
notice. I gave eash pf them your card with instructions what to do and inform 
you at once. 


I left for Bay Point and Sandusky, Arriving at Sandusky I called at the U.5. 
Custom Office and met Mr. C. P. Caldwell, Deputy in Charge and Assistant Deputy 
Roy M. Downing. Mr. Caldwell informed me that he did not believe that any ~ 
Chinamen had been brought to Sandusky in the past, but that did not preclude the 
possibility of it being done if smugglers wish to engage in the business. Mr. 
Caldwell informed me theré were mumk more than 500 boats of all kinds come under. 
the jurisdiction of the Sandusky office and it would be an impossibility to devote 
any of their time to the prevention of Chinese smuggling and keep up their regular 
work with only two men. Mr. Caldwell states that his partner Mr. Downing pays 
very strict attention to any person who arrives on a small Canadian boat which 
arrives three days per week from Amherstburg and Peele Island, Canadé&. I informed 
Mr. Caldwell that it was my intention to call on the Chief of Police and ask for 
their co-operation in connection with his office. I did call at Police Head- 

' Quarters -and found the Chief was absent from the city, but Lieut. Jom Hovert was 
acting. I found him to be a very nice man. I laid the facts before him and Ir. 

- Hovert promised to take the whole matter up with the Chief on-his return to the 
city. Mr. Hevert said there was no question as to the position of the Sandusky 
police on the smuggling business as they were on duty all night and should they 
discover anything they will call up the Cleveland office as requested by me, or 
the address on Mr. Fluckeyse card which I gave each of them. 


I did not go to Danbury for the reason taht Mr. Caldwell informed me thet in 
his opinion there were no persons with whor I could enlist in this matter as the 
men there were not interested in anything, and it was a very small place and as 
there were many other places that could be used to an advantage, which were nearer 
the Interurban line and railroads, I did not consider Danbury of sufficient 
importance to visit this place. 


I left for Huron arriving there in the evening. I tried to locate T.M.Clock 
but could not find him.. The morning of the 4th I went to a small printing office 
run by Mr. Clock, who serves in the capacity as U. S, Customs officer. I explained 
to him the object of my visit and akked for his co-operation which he freely said 


_ he would give, I agree with Mr. Clock that there are places with better 


x 


facilities for landing along the Beach that Huron, better adopted for 
sheltering Chinese until they could be plaed on trains for their final 
destination. I also got in touch with the City Marshal, Benjamin Ackerman 
at Huron, who seems to be a very nive man, and as his dutkes require him 
to patrol the little village the greater part of the night, he also has 
promised to pay particular attention to any persons who might show any. 
suspicion by their actions. 


After perfecting my arrangenent with Mr, Clock and the Marshal at 
Huron, I left for Vermillion. It will be remembered that the former U.5. 
Custom officer, Mr. Bernhardt, was released from Duty pecember, 1913, the 
office being abolished. It was my intention to arrange with the City 
Marshal t® keep a lookout. I galled at his house but found no one present. 
On further inquiry I learned that Mr. Mal Gross Wauxunting cmarshaiyxxixeniiaz£ 
mixithkexkemaxetxiizex and his family had left for New York more than one week 
ago, and Mr. George Krapp was acting Marshal. I called at the hone of 
Mr. Krapp and was informed by Mrs. Krapp that her husband was out in the 
country and would not return until evening. I then looked up J.P.Ball, 
Commodore of the Vermillion Boat Club; and informed him as to the possible 
actions of those smugzlers coming that way. THE Commodore is a good 
citizen and a man who is respected in Vermillion, and can get. the 
assistance of the entire boat club to run down any suspicious craft that 

.may enter Vermillion port. 

It does not appear to me that there will be any effort on the part 
of smugglers to land Chinamen at thoseports and carry them to their 
destination. As there is not one Chinaman in Port Clinton, Marble Head, 
Danbury, Sendusky, Huron or Vermillion, I am inclined to the belief that 
the smugglers will not attempt to cross Lake Erie at such a distance, and 
risk, without proper facilities for hiding the Chinamen until they have 
opportunity to send them by train to destination, and without confederates 
on this side to assist them; when they can cross aad Detroit River with

In accordance with instructions of Commissioner Clark 
contained in his communication 10882/203 10900/376 dated June 34, I 
have to report that I proceeded to Redcliff and Medicine Hat, Alta., 
for the purpose of investigating and securing such information as was 
possible with regard to the claim of Mrs. 0. S. Snyder, Gold Hill, Ore., 
to the effect that the practice of Chinese smuggling was being 
indulged in by persons in that district. 


Arriving at Red Cliff I interviewed Mr. Lon Barber 
following your suggestion made to Commissioner Clark and merely 
informed him that I was making @ general: investigation into the 
Chinese question all along the line and asked his assistance. Mr. 
Barber solutely denied having connection with or any knowledge of 
any Chinese smuggling operations whatsoever. He stated that he 
has been in Red Cliff since Oct. ‘28, 1912, and other than one trip to 
Bowell and one or two trips to Medicine Hat he has not been out of 
the town. He knows ‘nothing of wagon roads or trails and claims 
to have no knowledge whatsoever as to how smuggling practices such 
as described could be carried on. 


Leaving Mr. Barber, I interviewed several of the prominent 
men of Red Cliff ascertaining that Mr. Barber is a ‘highly respected 
citizen and bears a reputation of being perfectly square and honest 

in everything he does. After interviewing the railway agent, the 
hotel keeper, & real estate man, a merchant, =a photographer and 
several chauffeurs having automobiles to hire and elici ting 
practically no information whatsoever other than as to the reputation 
of Mr. Barber, I returned to the Broadway Store of which Mr. Barber 
is proprietor and then informed him that I was in receipt of informatim 
which lead me to believe that he had not been quite frank with me in 
his first statement. I told him what my information was and where 
I had gotten it. He again denied any and all knowledge, his 
statement at the time of this second interview was practially as 
follows: 

"I not only know nothing whatsoever of any actual 
smuggling operations but I have never noticed anything that 
appeared to me to be at all suspicious. There are six or 
seven Chinese here in town and they are connected with the 
restaurant and laundrg and I believe there are a couple of 

‘Chinese cooks. As far as I know the same Chinese are here 
all the time. I do not know of any new ones coming here. 
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R. H. Taylor, Buffalo, N. Y., June 12, 1914, (2). 


Practically the only foreigners of any kind here are these : 
Chinamen and the laborers in the factories. (Brick factory, 
glass factory and iron rolling mill.) No, I do not know of 
any automobile men except the boys right here in town. There 
are a couple of boys who run machines between here and 
Medicine Hat but I do not know of anyone who goes South. 
There are no large machines in town at all,--nearly all Fords. 
There was only one machine came into the town in the past year 
that I know of and that is = second-hand one that came from 
Medicine Hat. (This statement was verified both at Medicine 
Hat and Red. Cliff) No, it is not a large or fast machine. 
So far as my having any connection with the business of 
smuggling Chinese or having any information of anyone in any 
way connected with any smuggling operations, I cannot imagine 
where anyone would get such an idea. I know absolutely 
nothing about any such thing. Mrs. Snyder is one of the 
best of nurses. She is quite an elderly lady and has been 
nursing for years. She is great with the children and lI 
think she could handle a sick man as well as she can a child 
but she is liable to let her imagination run. For instance 
she tells stories of times she was in the Bad Lands, of fighting 
Indians and all that sort of thing. She tells some stories 
that raged to be overdrawn. Where she ever got this idea 
about the smuggling of Chinamen I cannot imagine. She cer@ — 
tainly never got it from me. No, I never borrowed any money 
from anyone I met at the Club. I never tried‘to. I do not 
know of any automobile man that has any money to lend. I do 
not believe I borrowed any money from anyone last :winter. The 
Club is right up over my store But I never met a man there such 
as she describes. No, I think Mre. Snyder is just talking as 
she certainly never heard any such thing from me. Sure, I an 
willing to swear that the statements I have made are true. ie 
have about twenty thousand dollars locked up here in the store 
and I cannot afford to leave it or in fact pay attention to any- 
think else." : es 
4 
Deeming it impossible to secure any information in Red Cliff 
I proceeded to the Dominion Land office at Medicine Hat for the 
purpose of securing maps and obtaining information as to the possibil- 
ities of smuggling Chinese as described by Mrs. Snyder. There is no 
town of sufficient size that smuggling operations of the proportions 
described by Mrs. Snyder could be carried on without attracting undue 
notice between Calgary and Medicine Hat. Medicine Hat is situated 
seventy five miles from the border line almost due north of Wildnorse, 
the only customs office in that immediate vicinity. The next nearest 
customs office to Medicine Hat is CoMt#@ Mont. 3 


R. H. Taylor, Buffalo, N. Y., June 12, 1914 (3) 
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In order to go south from points between Calgary and 
Medicine Hat by automobile, parties must of necessity travel by way 
of Red Cliff and Medicine Hat, by wey of Gleichen (a point one hundred 
‘twenty five miles west) or straight south from Calgary as otherwise 
they could not cross the South Saskachewan and Belly Rivers. - From 
points west of Gleichen the only feasible route by automobile would 
be directly south through Lethbridge crossing the border in the 
vicinity of Cowt¥ Mont. Covtfeis about bifty miles from Shelby, 
Mont., and Wildhorse about the same distance from Havre, Mont. 


Mr. McDonald, chief of the Dominion Land office in 
Medicine Hat, states that some of his officers were going over the 
country south of their office frequently and upon my request he 
called in two of = offiters and questioned them. Neither, 
however, had ever noticed anything which would in any way lead them 


to believe that automobiles other than those owned by the ranchers in 
the vicinity were doing any traveling south ‘whatsoever. 


Chief of Police Bruce very kindly called in his patrolmen 
and it was leanred that no one had been observed coming across the 
, bridge at Medicine Hat either night or day which could possibly be a 
“party of Chinese disguised as nuns. . 


Mr. George Hauson, Dominion Immigrant Inspector, stated 
that he is especially. close to the Chinese situation in Medicine Hat 
account of recent orders that some new form of certificate be issued 
and stated that, aside from the usual number of Chinese constantly 
coming and going, there has been no noticeable number of changes in 
the Chinese population, which in Medicine Hat represents about one 
hundred persons. Inspector Hauson stated quite positively that 
one hundred Chinamen could not come into Medicine Hat and go out 
again within a month or so without his knowing something about it. 


Inspector Shoepottom of the Royal Northwest Mounted Police 
informed me that his men constantly patrol the trails to the border 
and the boundry line itself south of Medicine Hat and that it would 
be impossible for any number of Chinese persons to be driven through 
that country without his receiving word thereof in some form or other. 


Conductors on three through trains and two local trains - 
were interviewed and were unanimous in the statement that Chinese 
travel from points east and west to Medicine Hat and vicinity is 
very limited, and in the majority of instances such Chinese persons 
as do board trains are. known by said conductors to be purely local 
Chinamen. 


In view of the lay of the country and the size of the towns 
there would be little or no incentive for smuggling of Chinese from

points between Calgary and Medicine Hat. It is possible to drive 
Chinese south from Medicine Hat to Havre, Mont, but diligent inquiry 
at pectically every available source fails to indicate that any such 
practice has been indulged in. 


Mr. Barber appears to be a perfectly straightforward and 
upright gentleman. He talked to me in @ manner that carried 
conviction and impressed one with his sincerity. 


The Chief of Medicine Hat Police, Inspector of Provincial 
Police, Dominion Land Agent, Dominion Immigration Inspector and 
several others whom I interviewed and who are in position to observe 
the number of strangers proceeding south from Medicine Hat all claimg 
to have absolutely no knowledge of the carrying on of any such 
practices. I am, therefore, of the opinion that the report made 
by Mrs. 0. S. Snyder is without foundation in fact; for while she 
may have heard wumors of smuggling of Chinese in the manner described 
by her, I cannot find evidence which would indicate that such practice 
has been indulged in. 

As a precautionary meagure , I requested Inspector 
Shoepottom of the Royal Northwes' Mounted Police to, if possible, 
keep in touch with the situation and he very kindly promised to issue 
instructions to those under him to report anything of a suspicious 
natue observed und should it be learned by him that Chinese or others 
are being driven south from Medicine Hat across the border he will .. 
inform me of that fact. A similar request was made of Dominion . 
Immigrant Inspector Hauson and lake arrangements effected. 


In view of the distance to W@ldhorse, the very small 
likelihood of their being information available at that place and 
the urgent necessity of my returning to Winnipeg as soon'as con- 
sistently possible, a trip to that place was not attempted.

Adverting to the case of Fred Bayne and Louie Lortie, 
susvected smugglers of chinese, it is my desire to follow 
instructions to the letter and do whatever is wanted in this. 
case, vbht I am somewhet et loss to know just what is wanted 
end how fer it ie desired I should go in the matter. 

For instance [ am instructed to discontinue shadowing 
theee parties, though [I heve mede no pretense of shadowing 
shem to any extent since instructed otherwise by you during 
the iater part of April, then I am instructed to locate Lortie's 
Jaunch end keep & cuiet watch on same. Now there is no way 
thet I know of of locating said launch excapt, by shsdowi 
either Bayne or Lortie or both. I have exeusted every other 
resource that I could think of wifhout gaining anything. | 

I em of the opinion that Edward Hughes was mistaken in 
regard to Bayne having made his recent trivs. in a launch called 
the "Kletewa", there ere four boats of that name that I have 
located and #11 of which are elimineted, I find however that 
Bayne's original boat wes called the "Klatawa", that bort 
burned in Vancouver as previously reported by me, was rebuildt 
end was the seme boat on which U.S.Attorney Allen and Nertin 
made their trip, I obtained « drewing of her from Mr.iiartin 
then found that she hed been remodled by the Westside Machine 
Works of West Seattle, the man who attended to the remodelling 
identifies a picture of Bayne's present launch, now moored at 
the Centenial Mill dock es the same boat after he had finished 
with her. We therefore have no description whatsoever of the 
leunch used on the last two trips by Bayne nor of Lortie's 
launch, which ere probably one and the same.

delivered to the Hop Lee laundry at Las Vegas, New Mexico, concerning which you 
have doubtless received other reports transmitted to you by this office from time 
to time. It was the original intention to have Inspectors Pe:kins and Trowbridge

Yesterday at 7:40 p. m. we reached the ; 
Milling Cempany‘s plant and secreted ourselves in the brush nearby to determine — 
what course to pursue. ay this corner a railroad svitch enters the plant. 
Inside the plant on this railroad track were a number of loaded freight cars. 
In a few moments, a watchuan came to the northeast corner and after flashing 
his light a muber of times, continued on his rounds to the south. At about 
8 o'clock two Raglish speaking men came to the northeast corner and as there 
So ‘ellie ‘clr eelin Wate: the fete talk tha Shand ent hi chin, they 
stationed themselves in the extreme northeast corner of the yard so that by 


eky-lining they could see any one entering or leaving the plant from the north 
side or the cast end, As it ie most unusual for a private firm to double up 


ite watchmen, we believed that the men were smugglers, awaiting the arrival of 
Chinese from South Oregon street, and we remained secreted in the brush until 
11 p. m., when one of the men discharged what we Believed to be a shot-gumj 

immediately thereafter two other men esme rushing up inside the yards from the 
nerth side-~presumably frou the gate on the north side about the center of the 
plant-- and the four men flashed their lights a number of times, from which it 
would appear that they were all watchmen. This was soon followed by the dis- 


charge of what appeared te be an automatic pistel, but whether this camp from

the inside er from the outside of the yard, we are unable te say. 

Ag we cane to Stanton street along the river, we sbeerved a watchusn 
sitting on a pile of lumber a few feet from the cast ond of the yard, another 
on the platform connecting the twomnga unite of the plant, and a third one 
about half-way betwoen the platform and the west end of the plent, all facing 
the river and e@ stationed that they could ensily see any one entering or 
Leaving the plant fron the river side. do we walnet Wen the river to 
Stanten street, a watoluan wearing a white Stetson hat walked slong the fence 
to the east; whether this is the sane watchuan that came to the northeast 


corner at 7:40 p. wm. or mother one, we cannot say. A watchman was siso 


stationed north of the office building, facing Stanton street. 


Tf Chinese from Oregon street are te be leaded at the plant we believe 
they will enter the yard from the nerth side or the east end, ond we would 


yecommend the stationing of two officers at that point (the northeast corner 


to see whether such an attenpt is made, but with the present eysten of guarding 
the plant in vogue, it is not seen how any one can either enter or leave the 
plant without the knowledge and assistance of one or more of the large forse 
of watcha.

pied by the smugglers or their friends, and -long expe rien ce has demons trated 
that it is ar to impossible for officers ‘es oh secreted there without the

knowledge of the smegplers, who thereupon take the aliens to other crossings, 


so that while officers are stationed there from time to time, the results ob- 


tained have been purely negative.

-Eve@r cince that tine, practically 
al) the time since I have been hone, whenever have had the opportuhisy Sakawet- 
watched thie vicinity but have never seem anything leading to the detection of 
Chinese or emuggiers. Several wre relative te occurances said to _ taken 
piace here have aleo been handed ia. geo $025-396 & 397.

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Except for the impediment afforded by the river and at dad Atane 
thie is very ifttie, no locality could be better arranged for amaggl ing purposes 
and it is common knowledge that many people tiving in this seats are engaged 
in that business. Among then are the Ruis brothers, Las Leon, Petey Flares, 0 
brother of the famous "Kyote® recently executed for deuble-oressing Ville, and . 
many others. ;a fact fis near thie place ie = strect,Xi Borderic, that is known 
as "Sungglers Row". The inshaditants of thie locality bear « very unenviable 
reputation, except of course among their kind, that of being s deeperate gang. 
Mrs. Hendfiz, whom I saw yesterday, eid she thought theyymere dequeue fer

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the death of s white man found meer Harte viaduct whe had been stedded o 

great many times. 
~. direct reporte about the incoming of the Chinese having come to 

me from residente of Bee. 601, and 519, Canal St., said residents were inter 
viewed by me. These tes houses are only a few foot apart, « amall street be- 
twoon then. The first is occupied by M. Prisces, s Mexican and the other by 
Chee. Benérix, an American. The latter ie a owitehnan on the Santa Pe Ry. the 
yards of eald railway being oniy a shrot distance from his home. Friceas is an 
euploynent agent for the Texee and Pacifie Ry. : 

——  Aetng te $829, yeeterday about Boon Ure, Hendrix "as not at home but 
one of her children went ant got her. Ure. Fenérix ‘ie an American vonan but hes 
lived among the Mexicans a.number of years and epeake Gpanish fluently, as do all 
the children. Speaking of the Chinese reported paceing her house Mrs. Hendrix 
eaid ‘the hed never coon any Chinese 20 that she could be sure they were such, 
passing that way. fhe hed seen severe pertics of three to five or six passing 
that were seid te be and che believed them to be Chinese, ut these had passed 
aout two years age. Ae to the last party that passed, reported by me in my let- 
ter of the 26th,uit., she had not seen them at a11 but Mre.. Friscas had sid to 
her that such a party had paseed and had related the cireubetances ae set out 
in above mentioned report. Mrs. Hendrix, he impressed me as being truthful 
and a women of good judgemeit eaid che thought such a party was there as she 
thinksiire. Priccas would not have seid they were if they were not. 

' Speaking of the Prieces femily ure. Hendrix said Mr. Friscas was un 
populer acs he wae considered very proud and did aot mingle with the people of 
that vicinity. Had a few friends among then of coures but was not mere’ ts 
Liked by. the neighbors.

Juct dofore leaving I seked Ure. Hendrix if she had anything to sug- 
gest ae to how te progeed to apprehend the euugglers. the had nothing except it 
might be worked by wearing the unifora of « soldier, there deing many of the 
latter comped in that vicinity and the emugglere paid little attention to then. 
Ae to passing the soldiere on gnerd it wae common talk that the guard was a 
joke and that a bettie of whisky would divert the attention of any of then. 

Ae %to ucoiag any pert of her premices, an admirable place for our purpose, she 
eaid she would be afraid te let ue do that, thet she had lived among these peo- 
ple. so leng and knew them eo well that she would fear for the pereonal safety 
of the members of her fenily. Speaking of Mr. Hendrix she said that he had to 
come home at al] houre of thennight end if these people thought he was inform 
ing on thea they would make avay with him ae they had with the men eppten of 

_ @beve at Harte viaduet. Mire. Hendrix hae s brother who is night vor at the 


_. Samte Fe roundhouse and suggested thet I see hin. 


As on a fowner vieit to the Priseae hone 1 hed boon requoctind to: no 
come again bechuse of the fear they bave for the neighbors it was not thoutht 
dest to go there again. Late last night I went to the Sante Yo roundhouse \gad 
caw Mr. Morgan, the night foremang brother of Ure. Hendrix. . \ 

re Mrs Morgen said he had been for the last nine years at the roundhous?. 
every night all night long except just one, ae 2 consequence he hae nothing of 
the operations of the smugglers except thru hie sister and the talk he heard of 
Chines being found under tanks of engines. He had never seen any Chines at 

any tine in the vicinity of hie home. As to the people ‘engaged in the business 
he thinks there are many of them. At one tine sbout two yoars age when a darty 
of Chinese had come thru there they had eight Mexicane outposts and only ‘oh 
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Re, : | 

with the Chinese. dindiina 96 th eribamadien they’ maintained Mr. Morgan eaid 
we could mot do anything with it for when a party of Chinese were te be moved 
scouts vers out houre im edvance ond that sometines these were shiléren play 
ing around, hiding in corners in hide-and-seek, &¢. Others vere procumably 7 
levers sitting in secluded places and ethers had doge. The progrese of the Ghi- 
meee were governed by signale, such as matches lighted and thrown over the shoulé 
eres or dropped ia front. Of course this wae all hearsay with him but he believed - 
it. Wr. Morgan eaid he would help us-is anyway he could but did mot know béw 

he could. Except the lest bumch there had not been any Chinese that he had heard 
of fer about two yeare.coming in thet way. From what he knew of former movenente, 
or heerd rather, the emgglere had so much the detter of the officers they neod 


mot fear them at ail. 


Talking with BH. H. Hopper leat night I brought up the question of any 


large parties of Chinese being brought across at anytime within the last three | 
months. Hopper hed not heard of it and eaid he would surely have done so if 
there had Beem such a movement. : : : 

An effort wae made to see Yee Yut in Juares too but did not susseed, 
the fact that he hae not reported euch a movasent argues againte it. 

Se fer I have only developed thet dy Chineee were ooen at anytine 
by membere of the Friopas femily. Mre. Friseas is a sister of Baca. Basa has 
been guepected ef smugging ammunition, think he wae srrested on this charge. 
Frisoas is making an eddition to hie house and is troubled with thieves and it 
would be 2 fine thing to have some officers near hic place. there are & num 
ber of soldiers moving around in the vicinity at all houre, sone on patrol 
end @thers going to and returning from town. Im tines pact thie office has 
 @lwaye hoard of any movement of Chinese like this from different sources.

Thie comes from only one euros. Wiecse ie an enpleynent agent and has in- 
proceed me as trying to ingratiate himeelf in our good greses. There are a 
wumber of Qustoms officers located at the Santa Vo freéght office, only a

short distance away, they have not reported anything that 3 know of. At no 
time in late yeere hee any such numder of Chinese hed the nerve to move in 
a vedy. I heave severel acquaintances among the residente of this district 


ao have several of the other officers tut none of theses seen te knew anyth 
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of euch a soventnt. Among others there fe a Mr.R. Milligan, located at the 


Banta Fe stock yatde, phone 936. In addition have myself and have had other 
officers, keep a sharp observation of thie locality, all without result. dn

that I meet him. The infommant's name was givon as VY. ¥, Clark, end a mest 
ing was arranged and X met Clark in roo No.7 at the Oklahoma Houss, 40l~2/2 
El Paso Street at 4:00 P.M. on May 25, 1914, 

During the imterview on the above date it was ascertained that 
Wr. Clark was at that tie conducting a anall hexburger lunch stand in con 
nestion with the Parlor Bar lecated at the corner of Sen Antonio and El Paso 
streets. Mr. Clark stated to me that he had secured the information which 
ied te the captures of Rosa, through two Mexicans whoss nemes ho did not know, 
with whom he was on friendly terms. The Mexicans believe that he (Clark)

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At the April term, 1913, the federal grand jury at £1 Paso, Texas, 
returned an indictment against Louis R. Briggs, Jack Hetzel, Miguel Chaves, 
Wecenememene Em a ae ae 
and Santos Durer, charging them with having conspired to illegally intiraduce 
into the United States from Mexico certain Chinese aliens, who were in fact 
smuggled into the United States at this point and secreted in the roof of 
, Chair car No, 525, Texas and Pacific Train No.4, through the connivance of 


the yereons named. The defendants were tried in the United States District 
Court here on April 13th, last, and after being an retirement a short period 
of time, the trial jury found all of them guilty as indicted. @ April 17th, 
1914, Judge Burns, acting temporarily in place of Judge Maxey, sentenced Briggs 
to pay a fine of $300, Hetzel to serve one year and a day is the Leavéiworth 
penitentiary, and Chaves and Duran to serve three months each in the El Paso 
County jail. It is not understood why these distinctions were made, unless 

it be that the fact that Hetzel had previously been convicted for Chinese 
smuggling operations militated against him. As a matter of fact, the records 
of this office show that all four of the defendants are old offenders, and the 
operations of one have been equally as extensive, covering a period of years, 
as those of the others. In reality the sentence | of Briggs, it is felt, should 


have been equal to that of Hetzel, at least, inasmuch as the evidence presented

to the jury, and that in the possession of thie office, shows that this pare — 
ticular sonepiracy wae initiated by Briggs. 


It is thought that the above information mey provo of interest te 
you, for the reagon that if Briggs is not already located in Chicago, he will 


eventually ueiaiitiahe te that point. Your office wili recall the conspiracy 
trial in Chicago several years ago in which Briggs [igured. He has recently 
boon diswisesd frau the railway service, as « result, no doubt, of hie recent 
Conviction. This office feels that it would be advieable for Briggs to be 
kept under surveillmee by your office if he does show up in Chicago. It is

A telegraphic inquiry to our Chicago office elicited the following reply: 


"Do not know Chung Hoy Detroit reported smuggled Chinese destined to 
eleven thirty six Chicago Ave. two months ago letter follows.” 


The €leveland interpreter was not in that city and we have been trying to 
get the Chicago interpreter from the Detroit office, and expect him to be here 
tomorrow, when we will thoroughly examine the detained Chinaman. Our future

Between Toledo and Sylvania are two excellent automobile roads from Detroit 
which would enable smugglers to load Chinese on different trains out of Toledo 
wuthout ed ie the risk of entering the city; or, going around the city to the 


South, take trolleys or railroad trains in any direction. Learning of the avail- 


ability of these roads for making such connections, we visited Sylvania for the 


purpose of closing that avenue for smuggling. 


Arriving back at the city 2 PM, I called up the hotel to find out if there

We regret that Mr. Frick failed to connect with us when he wished to do 
80, but we are devoting as much time as possible to the detection and apprehengion 
of Chinese being smuggled into Toledo, according to the reports received, at the 
same time, as far as possible, trying to keep in touch with the hotel, in antici- 
pation of long-distance calls. Any instructions or suggestions that you might 
offer in connection with the situation will be gladly received and followed. 

It is noted from copy of Mr. Frick's letter of yesterday to the Chicago of- 
fice that he is now of the opinion, based on report of the special agent of the 
G.T.R. system at Detroit, that On waite operations are now being conducted

The recuested informetion insofar as Gulfport and Pasca- 
goule are concerned hes already been mailed to you. Concerning 
the port of New Orleans proper, I have gone over our records for 
one (1) full year from April 1, 1913 to March 31, 1914, and can 
find but six 16) sailing vessels (Schéoners and ba rks ) thet have 
come.up the river during the period stated. One of the six 
arrived twice; the other five show one arrival.

MALWA - from Trinidad, B.W.I. + crew of eight 
GYPSUM EMPRESS - from Port of Spain, B. W. I.

I would further mention that the records for the period 
named also show arrivals of steam vessels from these countries 
and the Republic of Panama:

Incuiry of Mr. Ipman, the Entrance and Clearance Clerk at 
the Customhouse, New Orleans, as to the arrivel of vessels here 
that do not come up the river, met with the stetement thst there 
have been instances where vessels have.come from the Gulf via 
ligssissippi Sound, the Rigolets, Lake Pontchatrain, end from 
these into the basins or canals leading to the city Proper. 

The regular entrance of vessels by this route, he stated, wes 
rere, and wouid not average over one arrival in two or three 
years.

The 
only other point for the entry and clearance of vessels is at 
Morgan City, Louisiane. I have written a letter to the 
Deputy Collector at this point, copy of which is inclosed 
herewith, and upon receipt of his reply will forward same to 
you. 

Concerning vessels arriving from the four countries named, 
masters of these; vessels are frequently interviewed relative 
to Chinese stowaways, snd searches sare mede upon arrival at 
wharf whenever indications or circumstances warrant same. 

The search of these vessels in a way that would meke it 
impossible to smuggle Chinese stowaways into the United 
States, presents a problemn that is not easy of solution:: 
due to ‘the size of the vessels, force available, and unusual 
hours thet these vessels arrive in some cases. Upon arrival, 
these vessels generélly have passengers to be taken cere of; 
@ number of them have Chinese crews. 4S soon as docked, 
those whose duty it is to promptly get the perishable fruit 
out, swarm over the vessel and start to work, and in the 
generél confusion, intelligent and thorough searching is 
exceedingly difficult. 


I am much concerned regerding these vessels, especially | 
those of the United Fruit Company arriving from ports in the 
Republic of Panama. Smuggling Chinese on these vessels 
from Peneme and Jamaica via Penama would be easy of accom- 
plishment, especially so, when you stop to consider that 
these vessels carry 32 Chinese crew of about twenty-six 
members. I have had these vessels gone over occasionelly 
and expect to ihcrease my efforts and try tooimprove on 
the methods followed in connection with these ships. I 
6m inclined to believe that this route is at times used to 
effect entry of contraband Chinese. ; 


I am of the opinion thet. there should be a form gotten 
up by the Bureau about the size of the certificate of iden- 
tity, with a strong, durable envelope; these forms to provide, 
amor other things, for the name, photograph, and physical 
marks of the Chinese séman possessing same, regularly enter- 
ing the port, and who are granted shore leave under bond, 

The Chinese seaman would be instructed to take same with 
him and to show it if called upon to do so. I have on a 
number of occasions stopred Chinese on the street, and upon 
them telling me that they were from these fruit steamers,

In a former letter you spoke of a practice followed at 
New York whereby both the smugglers snd ChineSé were apprehended 
through the system of watching vessels. We have certein vessels 
of the United Fruit Company arriving here from Republic of 
Panama, This company has recently instituted a service whereby 
some of their steamers stop at Havana, Cuba, with: occasional 
stops at Kingston, Jamaica, the larger vessels being used for 
these routes, and these larger vessels carry crews of Chinese 
firemen, numbering 28 each. Conditions for introducing contraband 
Chinese on these vessels are excellent, Insofar as these vessels 
are concerned the system of watching I feel will not work out, the 
going and coming at will of these Chinese firemen, all of whom 
are bonded, makes it exceedingly difficult for a Wetchnen of any 
one else to detect contraband Chines» who might be enong them, 
consequently I think the system of searching some or all of these
